After  calling  the  Council  to  order,  the  Mayor,  James  L.  Mit- 
chell, addressed  the  Council  as  follows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council — 1  desire,  before  calling  the  regu- 
lar order  of  business,  in  this  public  manner  to  return  ni}-  heartfelt 
thanks  to  the  old  members  of  the  Council,  both  those  present  and 
those  retiring — for  the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  they  have 
shown  me  in  the  year  that  has  past.  And  while  a  majority  of  the 
Council  differed  from  me  politically,  I  feel  myself  under  obligations 
for  the  treatment  I  have  received  at  their  hands,  and  entertain  the 
kindliest  feelings  toward  th<  m   one  and  all. 
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To  the  new  Council  and  members  thereof,  both  old  and  new,  I  ex- 
tend a  warm  hand  of  welcome;  and  permit  me  to  say,  gentlemen, 
that  in  taking  your  seats,  you  are  taking  upon  yourselves  grave  res- 
ponsibilities. The  work  of  the  Common  Council  is  of  more  import- 
ance to  the  citizens  of  our  city  than  the  legislation  of  the  State  or 
nation.  Then  don't  betray  the  trust  confided  to  your  hands.  The 
people  will  demand  of  you  a  well  regulated  police  force  and  a  relia- 
ble fire  department,  that  their  persons  and  property  may  be  pro- 
tected and  preserved,  and  will  require  you  to  stand  up  manfully 
between  them  and  all  jobs  that  contractors  may  attempt  to  get 
through  the  Council  for  their  own  benefit.  Shun  and  spurn  one  who 
would  attempt  to  buy  influence,  or  votes,  or  contracts  from  the  Coun- 
cil as  you  would  a  leper— for  a  man  who  would  buy  a  place  or  a  con- 
tract would  steal  after  he  gets  it. 

J3e  wise  in  the  selection  of  your  officers.  "While  I  would  not  re- 
move, if  I  could,  an  honest  and  faithful  officer,  who  had  done  his 
duty,  simply  because  he  differed  from'  me  politically,  I  would  never 
appoint  or  elect  one  whose  only  qualification  was  that  he  had  voted 
with  my  party.  As  I  said  a  year  ago,  the  question  to  be  asked  is, 
"  Is  he  honest,  is  he  qualified?"  and  not  "Did  he  vote  fortius  or  that 
man  at  the  last  or  any  other  election?" 

One  thing,  gentlemen,  in  particular,  let  me  warn  you  against,  and 
that  is,  swapping  votes.  'Tis  dangerous  in  practice,  and  wrong  in 
principle.  A  member  may  be  very  anxious  to  get  through  the  Coun- 
cil some  particular  measure,  and  for  the  purpose  of  doing  so,  agiecs 
to  vote  for  something  he  is  really  opposed  to,  and  which  he  knows 
to  be  wrong,  and  against  the  interest  of  the  city,  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  votes  to  his  measure.  This  is  nothing  better  than  a  system 
of  bribery.  Let  every  measure  stand  or  fall  upon  its  own  merits, 
and  never  vote  for  a  thing  that  is  wrong  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
a  vote  for  a  thing  you  believe  to  be  right. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  I  hope  that  the  blindness  of  party,  the 
madness  of  fanaticism,  and  the  selfishness  of  sections  may  be  driven 
from  the  Council;  that  economy,  honesty  and  integrity  may  charac- 
terize all  your  deliberations,  and  that  your  chief  aim  may  be  to  do 
that,  and  that  only,  which  is  for  the  city's  good.

Whereas,  It  is  further  provided  by  the  city  charter  that  the  Com- 
mon Council  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
thereof,  may  order  or  cause  any  such  improvement  to  be  made  with- 
out such  petition,  and  the  costs  thereof  collected  as  aforesaid,  and 

Whereas,  This  discretionary  power  has  been  heretofore  too  freely 
exercised,  resulting,  in  many  cases,  in  bringing  hardship  upon  a  class 
of  property  owners  of  small  means,  and  in  a  general  way  has  added 
greatly  to  the  expenses  of  the  city,  by  the  large  assessments  made 
against  the  city  for  its  portion  of  such  work;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Common  Council  now  pledges  itself,  except  in 
extraordinary  cases,  to  not  exercise  its  discretionary  power  to  pass 
street  improvements  ordinances  in  the  absence  of  petitions,  but  will, 
as  a  rule,  require  that  all  such  improvements  be  petitioned  for  before 
passing  ordinances  directing  contracts  to  be  made  therefor,  the  peti- 
tion to  have  a  majority  of  property  owners  signed  thereto.

Gentlemen — In  closing  my  term  of  service  as  Cit}r  Gas  Inspector  I 
present  the  following  final  report: 

On  taking  possession  of  the  office,  in  May,  1873.  I  found  the  appar- 
atus of  the  laboratory  belonging  to  the  city,  in  a  state  which  required 
a  thorough  overhauling  and  repair  belore  it  could  be  placed  in  a 
serviceable  condition.  In  this  work  about  two  months  were  spent 
before  I  was  able  to  begin  a  regular  registry  of  the  purity,  illumin- 
ating power  and  pressure  of  the  gas  furnished  the  city  and  private 
consumers. 

From  the  middle  of  July,  1873,  to  the  present  date,  the  books  of 
the  office  will  show  the  pressure  of  gas  in  the  mains  for  every  hour  in 
the  day  and  night,  on  six  days  in  each  week.  In  addition  to  this 
register  I  have  carefully  preserved  the  profile  sheets,  properly  dated, 
so  that  the  register  can  be  verified  at  any  time  by  reference  to  these 
sheets. 

The  pressure  is  measured  by  the  weight  of  a  column  of  water  and 
is  expressed  in  tenths  of  an  inch.  The  following  table  presents  the 
average  pressure  for  each  hour  of  the  night,  by  the  month:

At  points  at  least  one  mile  distant  from  the  gas  works  I  have  found 
the  pressure,  one  hour  after  lighting  the  lamps,  to  range  from  15  to 
24  tenths,  the  former  number  being  amply  sufficient  to  secure  the  best 
effect  in  burning  gas.  If  there  has  been  anything  to  complain  of  in 
relation  to  pressure,  the  last  twelve  months,  it  is  that  the  pressure  has 
been  so  high  that  private  consumers,  who  were  not  very  careful,  often 
paid  for  more  gas  than  their  burners  consumed. 

The  gas  furnished  the  city  for  the  last  year  has  been  of  excellent 
quality — free  from  non-inflammable  or  poisionous  substances,  and  at 
no  time  have  I  been  able  to  find  sulphur  or  ammonia  in  it,  in  a 
weigh  able  quantity. 

The  illuminating  power  of  a  burner  consuming  five  feet  of  gas  per 
hour,  as  compared  with  a  sperm  candle  consuming  one  hundred  and 
twenty  grains  of  sperm  per  hour,  has  been  carefully  tested  at  least 
ten  times  in  each  month.  The  average  result  of  these  examinations 
was,

For  August,  1873,  the  gas  was  equal  to  15.22  candles. 

For  September,  1873,  the  gas  was  equal  to  16  96  candles. 

For  October,  1873,  the  gas  was  equal  to  15.35  candles. 

For  November,  1873,  the  gas  was  equal  to  15.02  candles, 

Eor  December,  1873,  the  gas  was  equal  to  15.65  candles. 

For  January,  1874,  the  gas  was  equal  to  16.10  candles. 

For  February,  1874,  the  gas  was  equal  to  16.47  candles. 
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For  March,  1874,  the  gas  was  equal  to  1G.26  candles. 

For  April,  1874,  the  gas  was  equal  to  15  22  candles. 

Average  of  the  year,  15. GO  candles. 

The  standard  of  illuminating  power  is  12  candles. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  I  have  proved  93l>  meters  for  the  Indi- 
anapolis Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  and  three  disputed  meters 
for  other  parties.  I  have  superintended  the  erection  oi  220  new  street 
lamps  since  entering  upon  the  duties  of  this  position,  besides  attend- 
ing to  an  indefinite  amount  of  repairs  to  the  old  lamps.  There  are 
30  new  lamps  located  and  in  process  of  erection  which  will  be  ready 
to  light  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  month. 

I  turn  over  to  my  successor  the  apparatus  of  the  city  laboratory  in 
good  working  order,  and  the  books  of  the  office,  eight  cases  of 
matches,  and  the  materials  and  tools  used  in  repair— all  in  good  con- 
dition. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  heavy  labor,  and,  since  the  opening  of 
the  spring  work,  I  have  found  it  neeesary  to  employ,  at  my  own  ex- 
pense, a  clerk  to  keep  the  office,  while  I  have  been  engaged  in  the 
field  work  of  my  position.

Indianapolis,  May.  14,  1874. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — The  select  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  cause 
of  the  delay  in  extinguishing  the  disastrous  fire  on  the  22d  of  March, 
by  which  the  Exchange  Block,  Sheets'  Hotel  Building  and  the  Mar- 
tindale  Block  were  burned,  would  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

In  pursuance  of  notice  given  through  the  papers  the  committee 
held  public  sittings,  occupying  parts  of  three  days,  and  examined 
several  witnesses,  including  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  officers  of  the  Water  Works  Company.  Much  information 
was  elicited  as  to  the  character  of  the  fire,  its  progress,  and  the  ope- 
rations of  the  firemen.  Reports  of  the  testimony  have  been  pub- 
lished in  the  morning  papers,  and  a  repetition  of  the  details  in  this 
report  would  therefore  be  superfluous.  A  brief  reference,  however, 
to  the  prominent  facts  brought  to  light  is  necessary  to  enable  you  to 
understand  the  reasons  for  our  conclusions  and  the  recommendations 
that  follow : 

1.  The  cry  of  fire  was  given  almost  as  soon  as  the  flames  flared  up 
in  the  upper  floor  of  the  Exchange  Block,  which  was  followed  in  a 
few  seconds  by  the  sounding  of  the  alarm  signal  by  the  fire  alarm 
telegraph.  In  two  minutes  from  the  first  souding  of  this  alarm  the 
nearest  hose  company  was  on  the  grouud  and  throwing  water;  in 
less  than  three  minutes  two  other  hose  companies  were  on  duty  and 
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throwing  water;  in  leas  than  ten  minutes  two  streams  and  a  distant 
hose  company  had  arrived  and  were  engaged  in  putting  water  on  the 
fire.  The  second  alarm  was  sent  in  about  ten  minutes  after  the  first 
one,  and  in  answer  the  remaining  companies  of  the  department  came 
upon  the  ground  and  were  at  work  throwing  water  within  ten  minutes 
after  the  alarm  was  sounded.  Two  hose  companies  and  one  steam 
engine  company  got  into  action  inside  of  three  minutes  from  the 
sounding  of  the  alarm.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  entire  fire 
department  was  on  the  graund  and  at  work  with  twenty  streams 
within  twenty  minutes  from  the  first  alarm.  Such  promptness  has 
not  been  equalled  in  our  opinion  by  any  corps  of  firemen  in  the 
country.  The  streams  as  first  laid  out  it  is  claimed  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  were  not  faulty,  with  but  a  single  exception.  The  excep- 
tional one  was  soon  taken  up  and  changed  to  a  better  position. 

2.  Had  this  been  an  ordinary  fire  it  would  have  soon  been  con- 
quered. But  it  was  an  extraordinary  fire.  A  high  wind  blowing  the  fire 
through  the  open  building  created  a  draught  that  fanned  the  flames 
into  a  furnace  heat.  Brick  walls  could  not  confine  the  fire,  and  it 
spread  through  the  entire  building,  and  so  heated  the  approach  that 
the  firemen  who  attempted  to  enter  the  building  were  driven  out  and 
across  the  street,  from  whence  they  were  forced,  after  being  com- 
pelled to  retreat  from  the  Sheets'  Hotel  Building,  which  was  now  all 
on  fire.  The  intense  heat  destroyed  the  force  of  the  streams  which 
were  also  lessened  by  the  effect  of  the  high  wind  upon  them.  The 
rubber  hose  caught  fire  and  burned  in  two,  and  the  hosemen  had 
their  rubber  coats  burned  on  their  backs. 

3.  The  burning  ot  this  hose  and  the  bursting  of  other  sections, 
caused  delays  in  changing  location  to  the  rear  of  the  hotel  building* 
while  some  little  time  was  wasted  by  weak  attempts  to  get  at  the 
fire  on  the  north  side  of  the  building.  When  once  ready  for  action  in 
the  alley  in  the  rear,  the  building  was  soon  entered,  and  from  that 
time  the  firemen  did  good  service,  fighting  the  fire  successfully  in  that 
quarter  and  stopping  its  further  progress  eastward. 

4.  The  burning  of  the  Martindale  Block  was  a  misfortune  that 
ought  not  to  have  happened.  It  is  believed  that  with  better  water 
supply  it  might  have  been  avoided.  The  failure  to  give  a  sufficient 
force  to  the  water  sent  through  the  hose  by  one  of  the  steamers  relied 
on  by  the  Chief  Engineer  to  save  this  block,  is  one  of  the  causes  of 
the  failure  to  promptly  extinguish  the  fire  at  the  time  it  first  caught 
on  the  roof  of  the  building. 
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5.  There  was  a  general  failure  to  obtain  from  the  hydrants  of  the 
Water  Works  a  supply  of  water  sufficient  to  reach  the  second  story 
windows  of  the  houses  on  fire,  and  but  few  of  the  steamers  did  much 
better  with  water  furnished  from  cisterns. 

From  a  careful  consideration  of  these  facts  it  is  evident  that  none 
can  fail  to  see,  and  heartily  commend,  the  general  efficiency  of  the 
men  composing  the  fire  department,  while  it  is  equally  apparent  that 
there  are  defects  in  the  organization  of  the  force  that  should  be  rem- 
edied. The  men  are  not  wanting  in  courage,  energy,  skill  and  discre- 
tion, and  the  general  testimony  is  that  they  will  compare  with  the 
best  as  to  habits  and  good  conduct.  Their  promptness  in  getting 
their  apparatus  to  fires,  and  when  there  in  getting  ready  for  action, 
is  the  leading  feature  of  their  discipline.  One  object  of  inquiry  on 
the  part  of  your  committee  was  to  ascertain  if  there  existed  any  ill- 
feeling  or  jealousies  among  the  firemen  of  different  companies  and 
we  are  pleased  to  report  that,  so  far  as  can  be  learned,  none  exists. 
It  is  to  be  expected  that  men  belongining  to  companies  will  be  apt  to 
consider  their  own  "machine"  the  best  in  service, and  try  to  make  it 
so,  but  it  is  believed  that  this  spirit  of  generous  rivalry  is  not  calcu- 
lated to  injure  the  efficiency  of  the  department,  so  long  as  firemen 
work  together  for  the  good  of  the  service. 

We  come  now  to  refer  to  the  few  failures  at  the  fire  in  question, 
and  we  enter  upon  the  subject  with  no  desire  other  than  to  deal  out 
equal  and  exact  justice  without  prejudice  to  any  one.  The  most 
apparent  failure  was  the  omission  to  extinguish  the  Martindale  block 
as  soon  as  it  was  on  fire.  Had  this  been  the  only  burning  building 
the  firemen,  with  the  force  in  hand,  would  have  made  short  work  of 
it.  But  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  after  the  fire  crossed  over  the 
street  and  forced  itself  so  rapidly  into  and  through  the  hotel  block 
that  some  confusion  followed,  and  that  the  main  efforts  of  the  fire- 
men were  directed  toward  stopping  the  progress  of  the  fire  in  that 
quarter.  The  wind  was  blowing  toward  the  northeast,  and  the  dan- 
ger of  general  conflagration  seemed  imminent  in  that  direction.  The 
Chief  Engineer,  having  no  assistant,  was  giving  the  most  of  his 
attention  in  the  same  direction.  He  claims  that  he  relied  upon  the 
stream  of  steamer  No  4  to  keep  water  on  the  roof  of  the  Martindale 
block  and  thus  prevent  its  taking  fire.  Suddenly*the  wind  changed 
and  blew  directly  eastward  and  then  southeastward.  Flying  fire 
caught  upon  the  dry  shingle  roof  of  the  Martindale  building  and  it 
soon   became  a  mass  of  flames.     It  was  occupied  with  windows  and 
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doors  closed,  and  could  not  catch  fire  as  readily  as  the  open  build- 
ings before  referred  to,  except  from  the  roof.  The  Chief's  reliance 
failed  him  for  the  reasons  hereafter  slated.  The  hosemen  handling 
hose  leading  from  the  hydrant  at  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  corner,  with  the 
heavy  draughts  then  being  made  on  the  water  mains,  could  not  get 
streams  of  water  to  do  much  good.  The  efforts  to  work  from  ladders 
were  miserable  failures,  and  soon  the  building  was  all  on  fire  and 
beyond  saving.  The  nearest  hydrant,  only  ninety  feet  away,  was 
being  used  to  fill  a  cistern  and  was  not  used  by  hosemen  at  this  criti- 
cal time.  Had  there  been  a  short  line  of  hose  attached  to  this 
hydrant  it  is  possible  a  better  and  more  effective  stream  might  have 
been  gotten  upon  the  building. 

The  steam  engine  No.  4  was  considered  one  of  the  best  at  the  fire, 
had  never  failed  to  render  good  service  before.  The  chief  says  she 
never  did  so  poorly  as  she  did  at  this  fire.  The  Engineer  claims  that 
owing  to  poor  coal  his  firemen  did  not  get  up  sufficient  steam  to  give 
the  desired  i)ressure;  that  the  fire  choked  in  the  fire-box. 

The  failure  to  obtain  a  sufficient  water  supply  from  the  hydrants 
is  explained  by  the  officers  of  the  Water  Works  Company  and  by 
Mr.  Holly,  who  appeared  before  the  committee,  in  the  statement 
which  follows,  which,  though  made  by  interested  parties,  is  never- 
theless entitled  to  consideration. 

They  claim  as  follows: 

1st.  That  the  pressure  upon  the  water  in  the  street  mams  during 
the  fire,  as  shown  by  the  gauge  at  the  works,  varied  from  100  pounds 
to  120  pounds  per  square  inch,  averaging  fully  100  pounds. 

2d.  This  is  fully  equal  to  the  pressure  which  it  has  been  customary 
to  use  in  times  ol  fire  and  which  has  been  heretofore  effective  in  their 
suppression. 

'3d.  The  pumping  machinery  delivered,  during  the  fire,  at  the  rate 
of  five  million  gallons  per  twenty-four  hours  against  this  pressure, 
which  is  equal  to  the  pressure  due  to  a  reservoir  placed  on  the  site  of 
the  works,  and  220  feet  above  the  curb  stone  on  the  corner  of  Illinois 
and  Washington  streets. 

4th.  Assuming  that  draughts  were  made  from  the  pipes  for  other 
purposes  during  the  fire  at  the  rate  of  two  million  gallons  in  twenty- 
four  hours,  the   balance   of    three    millions,  under  the  above   named 
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pressure,  would  deliver  nine  fire  streams  of  one  inch  diameter  each, 
100  feet  high  in  a  calm  atmosphere. 

5th.  It  appears  by  the  evidence  given  before  the  Council  Inves- 
tigating Committee,  that  eleven  streams  were  taken  from  the  hyd- 
rants in  the  vicinity,  averaging  1|-  inches  each,  and  that  there  was, 
in  addition,  a  flow  from  one  hydrant  through  an  open  butt  of  hose 
into  a  cistern  and  another  run  to  waste  through  a  section  of  burnt 
hose  attached  to  the  same  hydrant. 

6th.  These  openings,  reduced  to  one  inch  streams,  would  aggre- 
gate fully  twenty  streams  one  inch  in  diameter. 

7th.  It  appears  that  during  the  fire  7,800  feet  of  hose  was  brought 
into  use,  connected  with  hydrants,  averaging  100  feet  to  each  hyTdrant 
stream,  and  the  effectiveness  of  streams  through  these  long  lines  of 
hose  was  thereby  largely  diminished. 

8th.  The  high  wind  prevailing  also  interfered  with  the  streams, 
both  from  the  hydrants  and  steamers,  and  seriously  affected  their 
power. 

9th.  In  throwing  fire  streams  the  size  of  the  tips  or  nozzles  should 
always  be  proportioned  to  the  length  of  the  hose  used,  reducing  the 
size  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  power  by  friction,  amounting  to 
seven  pounds  to  each  100  feet  of  hose,  with  lj-inch  stream  or  16  1-10 
feet  of  elevation  ;  50  to  200  feet,  IJ-inch  nozzle;  200  to  400  feet,  If- 
inch  nozzle;  400  to  600  feet,  1-inch  nozzle:  600  to  800  feet,  J-inch 
nozzle. 

10th.  While  it  is  claimed  that  there  was  a  lack  of  pressure  in  the 
mains,  it  appears  that  there  was  enough,  however,  to  burst  more  or 
less  of  the  hose  brought  into  use  at  the  fire. 

11th.  The  Water  Works  performed  more  service  at  the  fire  than 
called  for  by  the  contract  with  the  city. 

Whether  these  explanations  be  deemed  satisfactory  or  not,  it  is 
certain  that  our  Water  Works  are  not  capable  of  furnishing  the 
water  demanded  for  fire  purposes  on  occasions  like  the  fire  referred 
to.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  firemen  will  make  all  the  hose  attach- 
ments they  can,  and,  though  there  is  now  an  ordinance  against  using 
hand  hose  during  fires  it  is  natural  that  property  owners  will  take 
every  prevention  to  protect  their  houses  from  danger  of  fire  by 
using  their  private  hose  for  that  purpose.  Draughts  are  thus  made 
which  reduce  the  head  to  that  extent  as  to  seriously  effect  the  numer- 
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ous  streams  playing  on  the  fire.  Where  a  fire  is  of  that  nature  that 
the  use  of  four  or  five  streams  is  all  that  is  necessary,  the  water 
works  hydrants  have  served  the  purpose  well,  but  when  a  fire  occurs 
that  demands  the  services  of  the  entire  force  to  put  it  out,  a  repeti- 
tion of  the  Woodburn  Sarven  Wheel  Works  fire  and  the  Exchange 
Block  fire  will  alvva3Ts  be  made,  unless  the  capacity  of  the  Water 
Works  is  increased.  It  follows  that,  under  the  Holl}7  system,  with 
the  city  growing  as  it  is  and  extending  over  so  much  ground,  the 
pumping  powers  must  be  increased  and  the  water  mains  enlarged. 
Mr.  Holly  claims  that  by  placing  in  the  works  his  improved  engine 
with  piston  pumps,  and  the  laying  of  some  larger  pipes,  water  can 
be  sent  through  twenty  distinct  hose  attachments  at  once  to  a  height 
that  will  go  over  and  beyond  our  highest  buildings.  Whatever  may 
be  done  in  this  respect,  the  city  should  not  longer  delay  the  building 
of  more  and  larger  cisterns  in  the  business  and  manufacturing  por- 
tions of  the  city,  that  our  steamers  may  have  an  ample  supply  of 
water  to  draw  from. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that  a  reorganization  be  made  of 
the  existing  fire  companies,  and  that  the  new  ones  to  be  formed  be 
organized  on  the  same  basis.  We  believe  that  to  insure  good  discip- 
line and  efficient  service  by  the  prompt  execution  of  orders,  a  better 
supervision  is  required.  This  can  only  be  obtained  by  organizing 
your  force  as  follows  : 

1.  A  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  with  power  to  appoint  all  of  the  offi- 
cers and  men,  except  Assistant  Chief  Fire  Engineers,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  and  with  authority  to 
control,  Without  interference,  the  entire  force  of  the  Department. 
His  salary  should  be  $2,000  a  year. 

2.  Two  Assistant  Chief  Fire  Engineers  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Common  Council;  one  to  have  charge  of  the  water  supply,  and  the 
other  of  the  apparatus ;  both  to  supervise  a  division  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  execution  of  the  orders  of 
the  Chief  Engineer.     Their  salaries  should  be  $1,500  a  year  each. 

3.  Each  company  should  have  a  captain  with  authority  over  all  the 
men,  and  who  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  working  of  the 
apparatus.  The  compensation  of  captains  of  engine  companies 
should  be  $80  a  month,  and  of -hose  companies  $75  a  month. 

4.  Each  engine  company  should  have  an  engineer,  fireman,  and 
driver  of  engine,  a  driver  of   hose  reel  as  now  organized,  and  three 
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permanent  hoseraen  to  be  stationed  at  engine  house  at  a  compensa- 
tion of  $60  a  month  each,  and  two  minute  men  to  act  as  hosemen 
at  $20  a  month  each.     . 

5.  The  hose  companies  should  have  a  driver  and  three  permanent 
hosemen,  and  two  minute  men  ;  the  permanent  hosemen  to  receive 
$60  a  month,  and  the  minute  men  $20  a  month.  The  captain  should 
be  taken  from  some  one  of  the  permanent  force,  as  there  would  he 
no  need  of  an  additional  member  for  that  purpose. 

6.  The  hook  and  ladder  wagons  should  have  a  captain,  a  driver,  a 
steersman,  and  at  least  three  other  permanent  members,  and  two 
minute  men  besides. 

7.  There  should  be  a  fuel  and  supply  wagon  added  to  the  depart- 
ment whose  driver  should  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  regular 
force.     Such  an  addition  would  be  found  of  great  use. 

8.  All  of  the  men  should  be  appointed  to  serve  during  good  beha- 
vior, and  promotions  encouraged  for  good  conduct  and  ability.

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The  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  May  18,  1874. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — The  plan  for  the  Ohio  street  viaduct,  prepared  by  Mi\ 
Morrison,  has  been  changed  so  as  to  give  the  approaches  a  rise  of 
one  foot  in  twenty,  or  five  feet  to  the  hundred.  This  is  less  than 
the  Delaware  street  bridge,  which  has  a  rise  of  six  feet  to  the  hun- 
dred. The  west  approach  will  commence  thirty  feet  west  of  Rail- 
road street,  and  will  be  three  feet  high  at  the  center  of  that  street. 
This  will  make  it  necessary  to  change  the  grade  of  the  street  for  a 
short  distance  on  each  side  of  Ohio  street. 

At  Davidson  and  Winston  streets  the  approach  will  be  high 
enough  to  admit  of  a  wagon  way  underneath,  which  the  plan  pro- 
vides for. 

Ohio  street  at  this  point  is  sixty  feet  wide.  The  viaduct  occupies 
forty-three  feet,  leaving  eight  and  a  half  feet  on  each  side. 

As  the  street  is  not  wide  enough  for  the  viaduct  and  a  passage  for 
wagons  on  each  side,  it  would  be  as  well  to  make  it  the  full  width  of 
the  street. 

I  have  made  no  calculation  of  the  amount  of  masonry  and  earth- 
work, but  believe  the  quantities  given  by  Mr.  Morrison  to  be  correct. 
The  cost  of  quarrying  and  laying  the  Pendleton  stone  may  exceed 
his  estimate. 

Before  Ridenour's  subdivision,  between  Arsenal  avenue  and  State 
street,  had  been  annexed  to  the  city,  the  owners  of  the  property  had 
built  a  wooden  drain  between  these  streets  for  the  purpose  of  drain- 
ing Crooked  (/reek.  This  culvert  is  now  uncovered  and  broken 
down  in  some  places,  and  the  stream  is  in  a  very  filthy  condition. 
A  short  time  ago  a  pipe  drain  was  laid  on  Ohio  street  from  Arsenal 
avenue  to  the  first  alley  east.  I  would  recommend  that  this  pipe  be 
extended  to  the  east  line  of  State  street,  taking  the  place  of  the 
wooden  culvert. 

A  contract  has  been  made  for  bowldering  the  west  gutter  on  Ala- 
bama street  from  Pogues  Run  to  South  street.  I  find  that  it  would 
improve  the  street  to  change  the  grade  so  as  to  run  the  water  from 
the  Cincinnati  Railroad  to  South  street.  This  will  make  it  neces- 
sary to  build  a  catch-basin  at  South  street  so  as  to  connect  with  the 
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sewer.  As  the  gutter  is  now  being  bowldered  it  is  important  that 
the  basin  should  be  built  at  once.  The  work  could  be  done  by  the 
Street  Commissioner.

Gentlemen — Section  6  of  an  ordinance  creating  the  office  of  Gaa 
Inspector  requires  said  Inspector  to  securely  fix  his  official  badge  to 
all  meters  in  such  manner  that  without  injuring  or  destroying  said 
badge  the  works  of  such  meters  can  not  be  gotten  at  or  tampered 
with. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  my  predecessors  to  use  a  paper  badge, 
fixed  on  the  meter  with  a  kind  of  glue.  My  experience  has  been 
that  such  badges,  after  standing  a  short  time,  fall  off  or  with  very 
little  trouble  can  be  removed  without  injuring  the  badge  in  the  least. 
This,  sometimes,  is  the  cause  of  a  great  deal  of  trouble. 

The  only  remedy  I  know  of  is  to  affix  a  white  metal  badge,  which 
is  the  only  one  that  can  not  be  removed  without  being  destroyed. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  burners  that  are  now  being 
supplied  to  the  city,  and  in  this  connection  beg  leave  to  present  a 
paper  from  the  Lamplighters.  The  difficulty  with  the  burners  is, 
that  the  diaphragm  or  regulator  is  made  of  leather,  which,  as  the 
burner  becomes  heated  dries  and  cracks,  causing  a  leak  of  gas  at  the 
rent  hole,  which,  becoming  ignited  overheats  and  breaks  the  glass. 
I  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  another  burner. 

I  would  also  state  that  I  am  in   need  of  globes,  glass,  lamp-cocks 
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and  other  things  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  and  tests.  1  am  also 
in  noed  of  ladders  for  the  use  of  lamplighters,  and  would  ask  that 
this  be  given  your  immediate  attention.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Health  organized  on  Monday,  the  18th 
instant,  and  received  from  the  retiring  board  one  book  case,  and  the 
papers  and  books  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  the  board.  The  prop- 
erty was  removed  from  Dr.  Wands'  private  office  into  room  No.  6. 
Franklin  Life  Insurance  Company's  Building,  corner  of  Illinois 
street  and  Kentucky  avenue. 

Heretofore  there  has  been  no  room  assigned  by  your  honorable 
body  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Secretary  has  been 
compelled,  at  his  own  expense  and  great  inconvenience,  to  use  his 
private  office  for  that  purpose.  We  need  not  remind  you  that  the 
office  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  a  physician's  private  office  must  be 
inconvenient  and  annoying,  not  only  to  the  officers  but  to  the  citi- 
zens who  may  have  business  with  them. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  City  (xovern- 
ment,  and  as  the  health  of  the  city  depends  much  upon  the  efficiency 
and  vigilance  of  the  board,  we  look  to  your  hunorable  body  to  aid 
our  efforts  in  abating  the  elements  that  tend,  within  the  limits  of  the 
corporation,  to  promote  sickness. 

The  city  to-day  contains  over  a  hundred  thousand  inhabitants, 
and  its  population  steadily  increasing  ;  and  though  Indianapolis  is 
one  of  the  healthiest  and  most  beautiful  cities  in  the  United  States, 
yet  delinquency  on  the  part  of  the  city  government  in  enforcing  the 
necessary  sanitary  laws,  may  change  these  features  and  invite  dis- 
ease and  epidemics,  and  thus  despoil  her  reputation. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Mayor  issue  a  proclamation  that 
the  citizens  within  the  next  ten  days  be  required  to  clean  up  their 
back  yards,  out-houses,  alleys  and  cellars ;  and  that  cespools  and 
privies  be  deodorized  by  the  free  use  of  disinfectants.  Also,  that  the 
ponds  in  various  parts  of  the  city  be  filled,  not  with  garbage  and 
manure,  but  with  dirt  or  gravel. 

The  southern  arm  of  the  canal  since  the  improvements  made  at 
the  street  and  alley  crossings,  is  a  succession  of  ponds  ;  and  is  a  pro- 
lific source  of  disease.  The  proximity  of  wells  to  filthy  outbuildings 
is  another  source  of  disease,  and  one  that  is  especially  dangerous  in 
Indianapolis,  on  account  of  the  loose  and  sandy  condition  of  the  soil. 
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The  offensive  odors  arising  from  pork  houses  and  manufacturing 
establishments  along  the  river  and  the  outskirts  of  the  city  may  be 
abated  at  little  costs  to  the  proprietors. 

And  we  would  further  represent  to  your  honorable  body  that  the 
comfort  and  sanitary  well  being  of  the  city  requires  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Health  Officer,  who  shall  be  a  physician,  qualified  to 
examine  and  report  upon  the  sources  of  disease  within  the  limits  of 
the  city,  and  who  should  be  authorized  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties  to  enter  into  and  examine  any  building  or  other  property  that 
he  may  have  reason  to  believe  is  a  source  of  disease,  and  to  begin 
such  proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  ordinances  to 
promote  and  secure  the  health  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis.

Gentlemen — The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  affida- 
vit of  the  Assessor,  Clerk,  and  Treasurer,  setting  forth  the  amount  of  the 
taxables  for  the  year  1873,  as  shown  by  the  tax  duplicate  for  that  year, 
and  to  whom  was  also  referred  an  ordinance  entitled  "an  ordinance  to 
authorize  the  negotiation  of  a  loan,  and  providing  for  the  issuing  of 
bonds,"  introduced  May  14,  1874,  would  respectfully  report  as  follows: 
That  of  Loan  Bonds,  issued  by  the  city  at  intervals  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  1872,  and  payable  two  years  from  date,  with  eight  per  cent, 
interest,  there  is  outstanding  $400,000.

Gentlemen — Your  select  Committee  on  the  Sellers  Farm  would  respect- 
fully report  that  they  have  examined  somewhat  into  the  workings  of  that 
institution,  and  find  that  the  city's  interest  are  now  and  have  been  suffer- 
ing for  the  want  of  proper  attention  for  the  following  reasons : 

First. 

That  we  find  parties  occupying  ground  and  carrying  on  business  with- 
out any  lease  or  without  filing  any  bond  to  secure  the  city  rents,  which 
should  be  paid  by  the  parties  occupying  the  ground,  and  which  are  justly 

due  the  city. 
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Second. 

Parties  are  and  have  been  using  the  houses  on  said  farm  without  pay- 
ment of  rents  from  the  fact  that  there  has  been  no  person  authorized  to 
lease  or  collect  rents  for  the  same. 

Third. 

There  has  been  no  one  in  direct  charge  of  the  same,  and  it  has  there- 
fore been  allowed  to  go  to  ruin.  The  orchard  needs  attention,  the  stable 
is  being  carried  off  by  pieces,  and  at  the  least  calculation  one  thousand 
dollars  worth  of  fencing  has  been  hauled  away  from  the  farm,  leaving 
scarcely  enough  to  enclose  the  same  as  it  should  be.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  immediately  by  the  Council,  and 
that  the  committee  be  empowered  to  make  all  contracts  for  the  present 
year  as  in  their  judgment  they  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city.

Gentlemen : — I  have  examined  the  question  presented  by  Mr.  Darnell's  mo. 
tion  passed  May  12tb,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  : 

The  street  mentioned  in  the  motion,  Illinois,  between  Tinker  and  Twelfth  T 
was  until  recently,  the  property  of  a  private  gravel  road  corporation,  and 
while  owned  by  such  corporation  the  Street  Railway  Company  acquired  the 
right  to,  and  did  lay  down  its  track.  The  rights  acquired  by  the  Railway 
Company  were,  therefore,  prior  to  those  of  the  city,  and  the  city  took  the 
street  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  Company  as  they  existed  at  the  time  of  the 
acquisition  of  the  street.  The  city  cannot,  therefore,  legally  require  the 
Company  to  use,  in  laying  its  track,  a  different  rail  from  that  previously  used. 
While  the  city  has  a  general  police  power  over  the  street,  I  do  not  think  it 
broad  enough  to  authorize  the  authorities  to  compel  a  change  in  the  charac- 
ter of  the  track. 

The  ordinance  granting  the  right  to  lay  tracks  only  applied  to  tracks  laid 
in  the  streets  of  the  city,  and  not  to  tracks  laid  upon  private  gravel  roads. 
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Had  the  portion  of  what  is  now  North  Illinois  street  been  inside  of  the  city 
at  the  time  the  track  was  laid,  then  I  think  there  would  be  no  doubt  of  the 
power  of  Council  to  compel  the  Railway  Company  to  use  flat  rails.

Gentlemen :  Permit  me  to  report  to  you,  that  during  the  month  of  May,  I 
have  inspected  over- one  hundred  loads  of  coal  and  coke.  The  majority  of 
the  loads  had  the  required  weight,  and  some  even  weighed  more  than  the 
ticket  called  for.     The  following  firms  were  among  these : 

Gray  &  Glazier,  one  load  of  coke,  3,560  cubic  inches  above ;  Cobb  &  Bran- 
ham,  several  loads  of  coal,  ten,  twenty,  and  thirty  pounds  more ;  Dell  & 
Sons,  several  loads  twenty  and  thirty  pounds  over ;  Stewart  &  Miller,  thirty 
pounds  more.  I  found  some  loads  from  the  yards  of  these  gentlemen,  also, 
which  weighed  ten  or  fifteen  pounds  less  than  the  figure  required  by  law 
the  same  with  coke.  Trie  majority  of  dealers  in  coke,  however,  endeavored 
to  have  the  full  measure ;  but  1  found  some  loads  that  were  a  half  bushel 
short,  after  hauling  four  or  six  squares.  On  leaving  the  yards,  the  drivers 
always  have  the  required  quantity. 
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I  have  kept  a  memorandum  of  all  business  transacted  in  my  office  during 
the  month  of  May,  and  if  your  honorable  body  desires  it,  I  will  lay  before 
you  a  copy  of  the  same. 

With  this  day,  the  term  of  my  office,  as  Coal  Inspector,  expires.  Permit 
me  to  express  my  most  sincere  thanks  to  your  honorable  body  for  the  assist- 
ance which  you  have  kindly  rendered  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties. 

I  have  always  endeavored  to  fulfill  conscientiously  what  was  required  of 
me.  Should  I  have  not  done  as  much  as  some  citizens  sometimes  demand 
of  a  public  officer,  I  would  ask  you  to  consider  that  there  are  very  few  mor- 
tals who  are  able  to  give  satisfaction  to  all  of  the  rest  of  mankind.  This  I 
can  assure  you,  however,  that  I  have  enforced  all  city  ordinances  referring 
to  the  coal  and  coke  business.  A  large  number  of  citizens  have  expressed 
the  desire  that  the  office  of  Coal  Inspector  ought  to  be  continued,  as  many 
lay  in  their  supply  of  fuel  for  winter  in  summer  and  would  like  to  enjoy  the 
same  privileges  and  protection  as  those  who  buy  in  the  winter.

Gentlemen — Stoughton  J.  Fletcher  and  Edward  King,  show  unto  your 
honorable  body  that  they  each  feel  aggrieved  at  the  action  of  the  City  Com- 
missioners in  assessing  benefits  against  their  property  in  opening  East  Ohio 
street,  in  this :  As  appears  by  the  petition,  Edward  King  donated  to  the 
city  for  said  street  a  sufficient  strip  of  ground  off  of  the  south  end  of  lots  7, 
8,  9  and  10,  and  he  is  willing  that  the  city  may  have,  free  of  cost,  the  strip 
taken  oft'  of  the  south  side  of  lot  11  ;  but  he  is  not  satisfied  that  he  should 
be  assessed  with  the  payment  of  $300  on  said  lot  over  the  value  of  the 
ground  taken. 

Said  Stoughton  J.  Fletcher  shows  that  he  donated  the  full  width  of  the

We  would  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  fact  that  filth 
from  unclean  alleys,  together  with  decaying  fish  and  vegetable  matter,  is  be- 
ing deposited  by  some  unknown  parties  on  vacant  lots  near  the  terminus  of 
Kentucky  avenue.  It  has  already  produced  such  stench  and  sickness  that 
some  of  the  employes  of  the  Rolling  Mill  have  been  compelled  to  leave  their 
employment  on  account  of  it. 

We  would  also  call  your  attention  again  to  the  condition  of  the  southern 
arm  of  the  Canal.  The  bed  of  the  stream  is  only  partially  covered  with  wa- 
ter, and  the  mud  and  filth  lies  exposed  to  the  sun  exhaling  a  most  offensive 
odor  and  generating  a  poisonous  malaria  that  endangers  the  health  and  the 
lives  of  the  people  living  in  the  vicinity.  Several  deaths  from  pernicious 
fever  or  congestive  chill  have  been  reported  within  the  last  month,  and  as 
there  will  be  three  months  of  hot  weather  yet  this  year  there  will  probably 
be  many  other  deaths  from  the  same  cause,  unless  this  nuisance  is  abated.

Indianapolis,  June  8,  1874.      J 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — On  the  1st  of  June,  as  required  by  ordinance,  I  took  the  state- 
ments of  the  meters  belonging  to  the  city,  in  company  with  the  Gas  Compa- 
ny's agent.  In  summing  up  the  consumption,  I  noticed  a  difference  of  9,600 
feet  of  gas,  between  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  Illinois  street  tunnel,  and 
on  referring  to  the  statement-book,  found  that  for  the  past  five  months  the 
west  side  had  consumed  an  average  of  8,600  feet  per  month  more  than  the 
east  side.  Suspecting  a  leak,  I  laid  the  matter  before  the  committee  on  gas- 
light, and  asked  authority  to  investigate.  Permission  was  granted  and  I 
engaged  a  competent  workman  to  make  the  necessary  repairs. 

Trying  the  pipes  with  the  guage-pump,  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  a  leak 
in  almost  every  joint.  The  gas-fitters  are  now  finishing  up,  and  I  believe  the 
1st  of  July  will  show  a  reduction  of  from  $25  to  $30  on  the  tunnel  gas  bill. 
I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  flood  of  yesterday  week 
raised  the  flooring  in  the  west  footway  a,nd  in  settling  left  a  dangerous  gap. 
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There  is  also  a  great  deal  of  complaint  about  the  stench  which  comes  from 
the  tunnel.  Although  the  leakage  of  gas  helped  the  smell,  the  greater  part 
comes  from  the  sewer,  and  though  it-  may  not  be  my  place  to  do  so,  I  would 
recommend  that  some  step  be  taken  to  abate  it,  as  it  is  a  source  of  great 
annoyance  to  those  who  live  in  the  neighborhood. 

J  would  also  state  that  three  lampposts  were  broken  down  last  month  by 
runaways.  Two  were  broken  by  country  wagons  that  I  have  been  unable  to 
trace;  the  other  was  broken  by  an  express  wagon  belonging  to  H.  Horstman. 
This  last  was,  to  say  the  least,  the  result  of  gross  carelessness  on  the  ps»rt  of 
the  driver,  he  having  left  his  team  in  the  middle  of  the  street,  unhitched  and 
alongside  of  one  of  the  railroad  tracks,  where  it  was  frightened  by  a  passing 
engine.  Thinking  damages  could  be  collected,  I  consulted  the  city  attorney 
as  to  what  1  should  do  in  the  matter.  He  is  of  opinion  that  nothing  can  be 
done  unless  an  ordinance  is  passed  which  will  cover  such  cases.  I  would 
therefore  recommend  the  immediate  passage  of  such  an  ordinance,  believing 
such  action  will  have  a  tendency  to  stop  so  many  accidents  by  carelessness, 
besides  saving  the  city  and  tax-payers  considerable  money.

At  pres- 
ent the  water  runs  from  Tinker  street  south,  and  from  First  street  north  to 
Home  avenue,  and  no  way  provided  for  it  to  escape  except  by  sinking  through 
a  pit  dug  in  said  avenue.  The  lots  in  the  immediate  vicinity  are  always  over- 
flowed, and  the  pavement  for  fifty  yards  has  been  ruined.  There  is  also  great 
danger,  during  the  summer  months,  of  breeding  a  pestilence  and  seriously 
injuring  the  health  of  the  neighborhood,  as  such  an  event  occurred  therefrom 
last  summer.

Daring  the  time  of  payment  of  city  taxes  for  1873,  I  went 
to  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  there  obtained  the  amount  of  assess- 
ment against  me  on  his  books,  which  amount  I  paid.  Some  three  weeks 
after  I  received  notice  from  the  same  office  that  I  was  delinquent  twenty- 
seven  dollars  and  eighty  cents  ($27  80).  I  inquired  in  what  particular  I  was 
so  placed,  and  was  informed  personal  property. 

1  asked  why  I  was  not  made  acquainted  with  the  case  when  I  paid  my 
other  taxes.

The  tax  proper  was  only  twenty- 
four  dollars  and  nine  cents  ($24  OJ),  which  sum  I  offered  to  pay,  which  was 
refused,  and  was  told  that  unless  the  $27.80  cents  wao  paid,  process  would  be 
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entered.     I  paid  the  amount  under  protest,  and  now  seek  redress  at  your 
hands. 

Gentlemen,  here  is  a  case  in  which  I  am  charged  $3.70  for  a  delinquency 
which  I  claim  was  no  fault  of  mine,  and  I  do  hold  that  it  is  rather  a  hard- 
ship for  tax  payers  to  have  to  pay  for  the  errors  and  omissions  of  officials.

Gentlemen : — I  was  directed  to  report  the  best  plan  for  draining  Pennsylva- 
nia street  at  its  intersection  with  Home  avenue.  I  have  made  several  reports 
on  this  subject,  and  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  said  before.  The  best  meth- 
od of  draining  this  street  is  to  extend  the  Second  street  sewer  to  Pennsylva- 
nia street.  This  should  be  done  at  once,  as  at  present  there  is  no  drainage 
at  all  at  this  point. 

I  was  also  directed  to  examine  the  various  drain  pipes  and  sewers  and  as- 
certain whether  they  are  of  adequate  capacity.  After  the  rain  on  the  7th 
of  this  month  I  examined  the  South  street  sewer  and  found  that  at  the  man- 
hole between  Meridian  street  and  Pogue's  Run  the  water  had  been  within  4 
feet  of  the  top  of  the  ground.  Also,  in  the  South  Illinois  street  sewer  the 
water  had  been  within  5  feet  of  the  surface.  This  indicates  that  both  of 
these  sewers  are  too  small.  Some  relief  could  be  obtained  by  building  a 
sewer  on  Georgia  street  from  Illinois  street  to  Kentucky  avenue.

Gentlemen : — I  would  state  to  your  honorable  body  that  in  the  early  part  of 
last  week,  in  accordance  to  my  instructions,  I  purchased  a  few  4-feet  Young 
America  burners,  which  I  gave  to  the  lamp-lighters  for  repairs.  One  of  them, 
G.  W.  Seibert,  of  the  South-west  Division,  sent  his  part  of  them  back  by  one 
of  his  boys  along  with  a  note,  in  which  he  said  the  burners  were  not  worth 
anything,  and  begged  as  a  favor  that  I  would  not  use  him  any  more  as  an 
experimentor  on  burners.  I  sent  him  back  a  note  telling  him  I  did  not  use 
him  as  an  experimentor,  that  it  was  his  duty  to  use  what  was  furnished  him, 
and  if  it  failed  to  give  the  city  satisfaction,  that  I  was  the  responsible  party. 
I  also  reminded  him  that  it  was  his  duty  to  report  to  me  every  morning  as  to 
the  state  of  his  lamps,  etc.,  a  thing  he  has  not  done  so  far.  The  gentleman 
came  to  see  me  in  the  afternoon,  but  instead  of  entering  into  an  explanation 
said  he  would  like  to  choke  me,  and  invited  me  down  stairs  for  satisfaction. 

Having  been  elected  to  faithfully  fill  the  office  of  Gas  Inspector,  and  as  I 
am  not  a  fighting  man,  I  respectfully  declined  the  invitation.     After  using  a 
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good  deal  of  threatening  and  abusive  language,  and  refusing  to  do  with  the 
lamps  and  burners  as  1  directed  him,  Mr.  Seibert  left  the  office  in  great  rage. 
I  leave  the  matter  in  your  hands,  gentlemen,  and  ask  you  to  take  some  steps 
to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  another  such  scene.

Qentlemen : — I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  matter  which  is  causing 
considerable  trouble  to  me,  and  is  also  creating  quite  a  disturbance  among 
the  property  holders  of  the  city. 
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The  matter  I  refer  to  is  the  trimming  of  shade  trees  where  the  same  are 
in  the  way  of  the  free  reflection  of  light  from  the  public  gas  lamps. 

The  ordinance  of  July  19th,  1869,  Section  2d,  reads  :  "  The  owner  or  own- 
ers of  shade  trees  whose  branches  are  in  the  way  of  the  satisfactory  use  and 
convenient  management  of  the  public  lamps,  shall  trim  away  the  same  upon 
due  notice  given,  or  this  work  shall  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  City 
Gas  Inspector,  and  the  expenses  thereof  paid  by  the  said  owner  or  owners. 
A  refusal  to  trim  such  trees  shall  render  the  person  so  offending  subject  to 
a  fine  of  one  dollar  for  every  twenty-four  hours  the  offense  is  continued." 

When  I  entered  into  my  duties  as  Gas  Inspector  Mr.  M.  C.  Wellman  (the 
party  who  painted  the  lamps)  toJd  me  he  had  also  a  contract  to  trim  the  trees 
which  were  in  the  way  of  the  lamps.  A  few  days  ago  he  came  to  me  and 
handed  me  an  order  signed  by  E.  T.  Brown  (late  Gas  Inspector),  and  asked 
that  I  would  write  him  a  few  copies  with  my  name  attached  thereto  for  the 
use  of  his  men. 

In  the  belief  that  Dr.  Brown  had  so  authorized  him  I  gave  him  some  cop- 
ies thereof.  Since  then  so  much  complaint  has  been  made  about  the  trees 
being  trimmed,  and  having  been  asked  by  whose  authority  it  was  being  done, 
I  have  inquired  into  the  matter  and  find  thai  Mr.  Wellman  made  a  verbal 
contract  to  trim  the  trees  and  charge  the  city  a  reasonable  price  for  such 
work.  Believing  that  this  was  contrary  to  the  ordinance  I  stopped  Mr.  Well- 
man  in  his  work  until  I  could  report  to  your  honorable  body  and  receive 
your  instructions  in  the  matter.  I  therefore  ask  that  you  direct  me  what 
action  to  take  in  this  regard.

Mr.  Kahn  presented  the  following  report : 


Indianapolis,  June  15,  1874. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Pursuant  to  the  order  passed  by  your  honorable  body,  I  have  collected  and 
analyzed  samples  of  the  water  used  in  and  around  the  city,  including  the  Water 
Works  well,  Gas  Company  well,  White  river  above  the  city,  at  Crawfordsville  Pike 
bridge,  Fall  Creek  above  the  city,  and  the  canal,  and  various  wells  within  the  city 
limits. 

Before  considering  the  constituents  of  the  water  examined,  a  few  words  may  be 
said  upon  the  waters  used  for  domestic  purposes,  and  the  source  of  impurity,  and 
the  particular  impurities  which  are  the  most  objectionable  or  noxious. 

The  purest  natural  water  is  derived  from  rain,  hail  or  enow,  before  coming  in 
contact  with  the  earth,  or  any  soluble  substance.  Collected  thus,  it  contains  noth- 
ing but  small  quantities  of  air,  carbonic  acid,  ammonia,  and  particles  of  dust^ 
Holding  no  earthly  salts  in  solution,  its  solvent  powers  are  at  the  maximum,  con- 
sequently great  caution  should  be  observed  in  using  water  from  cisterns  that  have

been  supplied  through  leaden  service  pipe,  or  from  tin  roofs.  Such  waters  almost 
invariably  contain  small  quantities  of  the  lead,  which  is  dissolved  quite  readily  by 
pure  water.  Cistern  water  is  in  this  way  rendered  much  more  deleterious  than 
spring,  well,  or  river  waters,  which  contain  large  quantities  of  the  salts  of  lime, 
magnesia,  etc.  The  fact  of  the  water  holding,  in  solution,  these  salts,  has  a  protective 
influence,  rendering  them  less  capable  of  dissolving  other  matters. 

While  rain  water,  collected  from  tin  or  painted  roofs,  which  are  soldered  with 
material  cor.taining  a  large  per  cent,  of  lead,  drank  habitually,  are  to  a  limited 
extent  poisonous,  for  steam-making  and  other  purposes,  the  presence  of  lead  is  of 
no  consequence. 

River  water  is  next  in  the  list  as  to  purity,  to  rain  water;  but  when  its  source  is 
considered,  it  evidently  is  very  far  from  being  pure.  This  water  could  not  pos- 
sibly maintain  its  purity,  coming  in  contact,  as  it  does,  with  the  shores  and  bed  of 
the  river  constantly,  impregnating  itself  with  the  soluble  matter. 

The  purity  of  river  water  necessarily  depends  much  upon  the  character  of  the  soil 
or  formation  through  which  the  stream  flows.  If,  for  instance,  it  flows  through  a 
bed  of  limestone,  it  would  contain  an  excess  of  the  salts  of  lime,  rendering  the 
water  very  "hard  " 

Chemically  considered,  spring  or  well  water  may  be  placed  last  in  the  list  as  to 
purity.  Such  waters  permeate  the  soil  and  hold  in  solution  more  or  less  of  all  sub- 
stances with  which  they  come  in  contact.  These  substances,  as  a  rule,  are  not 
objectionable  in  a  hygienic  point  of  view,  as  they  are  not  injurious  to  health. 

Well  water,  not  mixed  with  surface  drainage,  is  better,  as  a  rule,  for  domestic 
purposes  than  other,  as  in  its  passage  through  the  earth  it  is  deprived  of  all  organic 
matter  by  a  most  thorough  filtering  process.  This  is  one  of  those  beneficent  provi ; 
sions  of  nature,  by  which  means  she  furnishes  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  filtered 
water  constantly  to  the  whole  animal  kingdom. 

Spring,  river,  and  well  waters,  contain  in  solution  the  salts  of  the  alkaline  earths : 
sulphates,  chlorides  and  bi-carbonates  of  soda,  lime  and  magnesia.  Those  which 
are  most  commonly  present,  are  the  chlorides  of  potassium  and  sodium,  and  the  bi- 
carbonates  of  lime  and  magnesia.  Besides  these  salts,  we  usually  find  a  number  of 
other  substances,  such  as  silica,  iron,  and  organic  matter,  and  gases  held  in  solution. 
In  wells,  which  receive  the  surface  drainage,  we  frequently  find  the  salts  of  ammo- 
nia and  organic  matter  in  excess,  which  are  highly  objectionable. 

The  so-called  hardness  of  water  depends  upon  the  presence  of  the  salts  of  lime, 
which  decompose  the  soap,  in  washing,  forming  a  fiocculent,  insoluble  substance, 
and  destroyiag  its  detergent  properties. 

"  In  the  city  of  Glasgow,  the  saving  to  the  people  in  soap,  due  to  the  introduction 
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of  the  pure  water  of  Loch  Catrine,  in  place  of  hard  water  previously  used,  is  said  to 
amount  to  $180,000  per  annum."  We  then  see  that  the  presence  or  absence  of 
these  lime  salts  becomes  a  question  of  great  importance  in  relation  to  its  use,  for 
washing,  scouring,  steam  producing,  and  manufacturing  purposes. 

Organic  matter  which  is  always  present  in  water,  has  not  had  its  chemical  char- 
acter fully  determined.  It  is  a  term  used  to  designate  different  substances  derived 
from  decomposing  animal  and  vegetable  matter.  It*  is  quite  as  objectionable  in 
water  as  inorganic  matter,  but  for  reasons  wholly  different. 

In  addition  to  the  soluble  and  suspended  impurities  already  mentioned,  we  find 
living  organisms  in  water  of  a  microscopic  character,  both  animal  and  vegetable. 

These  organisms,  when  magnified  by  means  of  the  microscope,  are  very  unpleasant 
in  appearance,  but  are  really  not  objectionable.  The  plants  exercise  a  purify- 
ing influence,  as  they  liberate  oxygen  which  has  a  tendency  to  oxidize  and 
destroy  decomposing  and  putrid  matter.  It  sometimes  happens,  however,  that  they 
are  so  abundantly  produced  as  to  give  rise  to  serious  inconvenience  on  account  of 
their  death  and  decomposition  in  large  quantities. 

Before  giving  the  results  of  the  analysis,  a  table  showing  the  chemical  composi- 
tion of  the  various  waters  used  in  the  principal  cities  of  the  world,  will  be  given,  in 
order  that  a  comparison  may  be  made. 

The  analysis  gives  the  grains  of  impurity  in  one  United  States  gallon  of  two  hun- 
dred and  thirty  cubic  inches,  and  the  hardness  is  determined  by  the  soap  test  of 
Clark.

which  serves  to  show  the  comparative  hardness  of  these  waters  and  their  utility  for 
mechanical  purposes.  It  also  shows  the  water  of  White  river  to  be  better  for  man- 
ufacturing purposes  than  the  water  from  any  of  the  above  mentioned  sources. 

Other  points  of  interest  may  be  deduced  from  the  analysis  by  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  tables.  It  is  unnecessary  for  us  to  carry  the  comparison  further.  Any 
one  may  do  this  by  an  examination  of  the  different  columus  of  the  tables,  when  it 
will  be  discovered  that  the  water  of  the  river  above  the  city  compares  very  favora- 
bly with  the  water  of  any  other  river  on  the  list — containing  but  one  and  one-hun- 
dredth grains  of  carbonate  of  lime  and  1.59  grains  of  volatile  and  organic  matter. 
The  impurities  found  in  the  other  waters  of  this  vicinity  are  only  objectionable,  so 
far  as  the  lime  contained,  renders  them  unfit  for  mechanical  purposes,  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — While  presenting  our  regular  report  of  the  mortality  and  fatal 
diseases  during  the  week,  we  submit  the  following  additional  information 
and  suggestions  relative  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city. 

We  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  those  dangerous  sources  of 
disease,  the  undrained  vacant  lots  within  the  city.     The  raising  and  improve- 
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ment  of  streets  has  in  many  instances  cut  off  old  drainages,  and  the  lots  are 
now  filled  with  stagnant  water  without  the  possibility  of  being  improved,  ex- 
cept by  filling  up  with  earth.  One  of  the  difficulties  arising  in  abating  these 
nuisances  is  the  impossibility  of  finding  the  owners,  the  lots  often  changing 
owners  several  times  a  year,  and  we  suggest  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be 
directed  to  fill  all  such  ponds  and  assess  the  cost  against  the  property. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  a  pond  of  this  description  on  the  north 
side  of  Dougherty  street  near  East,  the  owner  of  which  is  unknown,  and  also 
to  the  need  of  street  improvements  to  drain  a  pond  on  Home  avenue  near 
Pennsylvania  street ;  also  to  a  pond  near  the  corner  of  Virginia  avenue  and 
Dillon  street. 

Our  attention  having  been  called  to  the  condition  of  the  City  Prison,  an 
examination  proved  it  not  only  very  unclean,  but  greatly  in  need  of  some 
better  means  of  ventilation.  We  would  especially  recommend  that  steps  be 
take"n  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  prisoners  in  this  respect. 

As  this  is  the  beginning  of  the  season  for  those  diseases  which  prevail 
among  children  in  cities  during  the  summer  months,  we  suggest  to  your  hon- 
orable body  that  it  would  be  a  source  of  healthful  pleasure  and  comfort  to 
many  children  of  the  Circle  and  University  Squares  could  they  be  thrown 
open  to  the  public,  subject  to  the  same  police  regulations  that  govern  other 
Parks  in  the  city.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  general  verdict  of  the  jury  in  the  case  of  William  Hen- 
derson vs.  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  is  as  follows : 
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We,  the  jury,  find  that  the  real  estate  of  William  Henderson,  appropriated 
by  the  city  of  Indianapolis  for  the  use  of  the  proposed  alley,  or  street,  is  of 
the  value  of  twenty-six  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

We  also  find  that  the  location  and  opening  of  said  alley  or  street  will  ben. 
efit  the  remaining  real  estate  of  said  William  Henderson,  adjoining  the  pro- 
posed alley,  on  the  north,  in  the  sum  of  $1,125. 

We,  the  jury,  find  for  the  plaintiff",  William  Henderson,  and  assess  his 
damages  at  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

The  answers  to  the  interrogatories,  propounded  in  behalf  of  Mr.  William 
Henderson,  were  as  follows: 

First.  How  much  of  the  Plaintiff,  William  Henderson's  land,  is  appropri- 
ated to  the  construction  of  the  alley  named  in  the  proceedings? 

Answer.     Fifteen  feet. 

Second.  What  is  the  width,  north  and  south,  and  fronting  upon  Meridian 
street,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  of  Henderson's  property  ? 

Answer.     About  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet. 

Third.  What  width  will  remain  to  Henderson  after  the  appropriation  of 
the  alley? 

Answer.     About  ninety-seven  feet. 

Fourth.  What  is  the  actual  value  of  the  land  appropriated  from  Hender- 
son's property  ? 

Answer.  One  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  per  foot  front.  Total — 
twenty-six  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sixth.  Is  the  property  of  Henderson,  remaining  after  the  opening  of  the 
alley,  increased  or  diminished  in  value,  by  the  opening  of  the  proposed  alley, 
and  how  much  ? 

Answer.     Increased :  eleven  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

Seventh.  If  the  remaining  property  of  Henderson  is  benefitted  by  the 
opening  of  the  street,  is  that  benefit  wholly,  or  in  part,  a  result  of  the  prob- 
ability of  no  other  streets  being  located  through  his  property,  and  if  in  part, 
at  what  amount  does  the  jury  estimate  such  a  benefit  ? 

Answer.     Yes.     Eleven  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

The  effect  of  this  verdict  is  to  approve  and  confirm  the  proceedings  of  the 
Commissioners,  except  in  so  far  as  concerns  the  assessment  of  benefits  and 
damages.  The  verdict  allows  Mr.  Henderson  $2,625  as  the  value  of  the  fifteen 
feet  taken,  and  assesses  against  him,  as  benefits,  the  sum  of  $1,125,  leaving  a 
balance  in  his  favor  of  $1,500,  and  the  result  is  that  the  right  of  the  city  to 
open  the  street  is  sustained,  and  Mr.  Henderson  is  entitled  to  be  paid  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars.

The  proposed  pipe-drain,  on  Winston  street,  will  be  made  with  two  24-inch 
pipes  from  Pogue's  Kun  to  St.  Clair  street.  The  distance  is  about  3000  feet, 
to  cost  $4.00  per  foot,  in  all  $12,000.00. 

If  the  Massachusetts  avenue  sewer  was  built,  it  would,  with  the  addition 
of  a  few  lateral  sewers,  accomplish  all  that  is  proposed  to  be  drained  'by  the 
Winston  street  pipe,  and  also  drain  several  other  streets  which  cannot  be 
well  drained  on  the  surface. 

When  Washington  street  is  improved,  as  contemplated,  the  amount  of 
water  which  will  have  to  be  drained  along  the  south  side,  will  require  a  gut- 
ter so  wide  and  deep  as  to  be  a  serious  damage  to  the  street  and  a  great 
inconvenience  to  the  property  owners  on  the  south  side. 

It  would  make  the  proposed  improvement  more  valuable  if  a  sewer  was 
built  from  Pogue's  Run  to  the  Michigan  Road.  The  sewer  would  have  to  be 
3 \  feet  in  diameter  and  1,400  feet  long.  The  cost  would  be  about  $5.00  per 
foot.

Gentlemen : — We  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  Glue  Factory 
situated  on  Fall  Creek,  in  the  north-western  part  of  the  city. 

There  has  been  frequent  complaint  since  the  hot  season  commenced,  of  a 
sickening  and  intolerable  stench  carried  by  the  evening  breezes  across  the 
northern  part  of  the  city.  An  examination  proves  it  to  arise  from  this  estab- 
lishment, although  we  find  it  to  be  carried  on  in  as  cleanly  a  manner  as  it  is 
possible  in  that  business.  While  we  regret  to  interfere  with  any  business 
enterprise  within  the  city,  we  must  declare  this  to  be  a  nuisance;  and  as  the 
Board  of  Health  has  no  authority  to  abate  such  nuisance,  we  refer  it  to  your 
honorable  body. 

We  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  that  part  of  South 
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New  Jersey  street  between  Merrill  and  McCarty,  and  the  neighborhood 
around  it.  It  is  notoriously  unhealthy,  and  cases  of  pernicious  fever  or  so- 
called  congestive  chills  are  of  frequent  occurrence.  The  land  inclines  to  the 
center  from  Merrill  and  McCarty  streets,  without  the  means  to  carry  off  the 
water  that  falls  on  the  surrounding  squares.  We  would  recommend  that 
measures  be  taken  to  give  better  drainage  to  this  locality. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  speedy  arrangements  will  be  entered  into  with  the 
I.  C.  &  L.  R.  R.  for  the  filling  up  Of  the  canal.  This  is  a  matter  that  ought 
not  to  be  delayed  another  week. 

There  continues  to  be  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  unclean  and  malarious 
streets  and  alleys  reported  to  the  Board,  and  until  there  is  a  health  officer 
appointed  to  exercise  the  necessary  vigilance  over  these  places,  the  Board  of 
Health  cannot  do  much  to  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city.

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  Police  herewith  report  a  tabular  statement  show- 
ing the  names,  ages,  hight,  weight,  nativity,  length  of  residence  in  the  city, 
and  place  of  residence  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  present  Police 
Force.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  nativity  of  the  officers  and  members  is  as 
follows :  Natives  of  the  United  States  28,  of  Ireland  20,  of  Germany  8,  of 
Scotland  3,  of  England  1,  of  Denmark  1,  Canada  1. 
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The  Board  desire  to  say  that  the  Police,  with  but  few  exceptions,  is  made 
up  of  good  material,  and  that  they  have  so  far  rendered  good  and  efficient 
service,  all  street  rumors  and  sensational  stories  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing. But  it  must  be  an  admitted  fact  that  had  this  city  a  most  select  corps 
of  policemen,  perfect  in  all  respects,  the  number  is  wholly  inadequate  to  pro- 
tect the  city  in  every  part  at  the  same  time  from  the  depredations  of  burg- 
lars and  thieves.  A  reference  to  the  records  will  show  that  during  last  sum- 
mer almost  as  many  burglaries  were  committed  as  during  this ;  that  more 
arrests  nave  been  made  for  burglary  within  the  past  two  weeks  than  were 
made  during  all  of  the  year  1873.  It  is,  perhaps,  true  that  the  city  is  now 
employing  as  many  policemen  as  its  limited  finances  will  permit,  but  while 
this  is  true  it  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  number  furnished  is  not 
sufficient  to  guard  the  city  as  it  should  be.  As  we  grow  in  wealth  and  means 
it  is  probable  that  the  evil  complained  will  be  remedied. 

Some  complaints  have  to-day  been  made  to  the  Board  against  some  of  the 
force  for  dereliction  in  duty  and  violation  of  police  regulations,  and  these 
will  be  at  once  investigated.  In  this  connection  the  Board  wish  to  say  there 
is  no  disposition  to  shield  a  single  member  of  the  force.  They  cannot,  how- 
ever, take  cognizance  of  matters  that  are  not  brought  to  their  notice  in  some 
way  that  will  enable  the  Board  to  fairly  try  all  offenders  and  secure  the  at- 
tendance of  witnesses.  They  ask  the  public  to  come  before  the  Board  with 
any  grievance  they  may  have  and  a  full,  free,  open  and  impartial  hearing  and 
trial  shall  be  given  in  each  case.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  examined  the  questions  presented  by  the  motion  con- 
cerning the  filling  up  of  part  of  the  channel  of  White  river  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  mouth  of  the  Kentucky  avenue  sewer,  and  submit  the  following 
opinion  : 

The  city,  as  part  of  the  general  municipality  of  the  State,  has  the  right  to 
use  White  river  for  the  purposes  of  drainage.  The  State  has  undoubtedly  a 
general  right  in  this  stream,  and  the  city  may  lawfully  make  use  of  the 
stream  as  an  outlet  for  her  system  of  drainage.  It  is,  I  think,  within  the 
powers  of  a  city,  through  which  a  stream  flows,  to  make  use  of  the  stream 
for  the  purposes  of  drainage,  or  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  city  with 
water.  If  the  city  possesses  this  right,  it  follows,  as  a  matter  of  course,  that 
no  individual  can  lawfully  deprive  her  of  this  right  by  altering  or  changing 
the  channel  of  the  stream. 

There  is  some  conflict  in  the  authorities  as  to  whether  such  a  river  as 
White  river  is  to  be  deemed  a  navigable  stream.  If  a  navigable  stream, 
then  the  law  as  to  the  rights  of  the  adjacent  owners  would  be  materially 
different,  than  if  this  river  should  be  held  not  to  be  a  navigable  stream ;  but 
I  think  this  question  need  not,  in  the  present  matter,  be  taken  into  conside- 
ration. The  banks  of  White  river  were  by  the  United  States  surveyors  me- 
andered, and  lands  were  sold  with  reference  to  boundaries  fixed  by  the  sur- 
veys, and  I  do  not  think  the  bed  of  the  river  passed  to  adjacent  owners. 
Even  if  it  had  done  so,  still  this  would  not,  in  my  opinion,  give  the  riparian 
proprietor  a  right  to  alter  or  obstruct  the  channel  of  the  stream,  nor  to  des- 
troy the  public's  right  of  drainage.  While  the  adjacent  proprietor  may 
make  use  of  the  water,  he  is  bound  to  again  return  it  to  its  channel,  not  ma- 
terially diminished  in  volume. 
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I  am  of  opinion  that  no  riparian  proprietor  has  the  right  to  so  obstruct  or 
change  the  course  of  White  river  as  to  interfere  with  the  means  of  drainage 
provided  by  the  city  ;  and  that  such  proprietors  have  no  lawful  authority  to 
so  fill  or  raise  the  bed  of  the  stream  as  to  render  ineffective  properly  con- 
structed drains  of  the  city.

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  Michigan  street,  from  Patterson 
street  to  the  new  bridge  over  White  river,  should  be  at  once  opened  and 
graded,  no  matter  what  may  be  done  in  regard  to  the  straightening  of  the 
channel  of  the  creek,  and  that  this  improvement  has  already  been  delayed 
too  long  for  the  welfare  of  the  city.  It  is  imperatively  demanded,  and  the 
work  should  be  prosecuted  vigorously  to  completion,  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  and  specifications  of  the  Civil  Engineer.

Gentlemen  : — I  deem  it  my  duty  to  respectfully  offer  for  your  consideration 
a  suggestion  as  to  the  adoption  of  a  general  system  for  the  grades  of  our 
streets. 

Under  our  present  law  the  city  is  responsible  for  consequential  damages 
occasioned  by  a  change  made  in  the  grade  of  streets,  where  a  grade  has  once 
been  established,  and  unless  some  general  system  of  grade  is  established  and 
all  future  improvements  made  with  reference  to  such  general  system  the  city 
is  likely  to  be  involved  in  serious  litigation,  and  possibly  serious  expenditure. 
In  making  detached  improvements,  and  not  improving  upon  a  general  plan, 
there  is  likely  to  arise  much  confusion  and  irregularity  in  grade.  It  would, 
I  think,  save  much  litigation  and  expense  to  cause  a  general  survey  of  the 
entire  city  to  be  made,  and  a  general  and  uniform  system  of  grade  for  all  the 
streets  to  be  established,  and  when  one  street,  or  the  part  of  a  street,  is  or- 
dered improved,  the  grade  to  be  established  in  conformity  to  the  general 
plan  or  system.

Mr.  Bigham  introduced  general  ordinance  No.  60,  1874,  which 
reads  as  follows  : 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  filling  up  of  the  Indiana  Central  Canal  south 
of  Market  street ;  for  the  lowering  of  the  track  of  the  Indianapolis,  Cin- 
cinnati &  Lafayette  Railroad  Company  north  of  Market  street,  and  author- 
izing said  Railroad  Company  to  lay  additional  tracks. 

Section  1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indian- 
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apolis,  That  the  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  <fe  Lafayette  Railroad  Company  be, 
and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  and  perpetually 
maintain  an  additional  track,  beginning  at  or  near  Georgia  street  and  ex- 
tending to  the  northern  limits  of  said  city  ;  said  track  to  be  so  constructed 
on  the  west  side  of  its  present  track  and  as  near  thereto  as  may  be  conve- 
nient, but  not  more  than  nine  and  one-half  feet  distant  therefrom.  And 
said  Railroad  Company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  use  and 
cross,  in  the  laying  and  maintaining  of  said  additional  track,  all  public 
streets  and  alleys  traversed  or  intersected  by  such  track. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  &  Lafayette  Railroad  Company  is 
hereby  further  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  and  perpetually 
maintain  a  double  track  connecting  with  its  present  track  in  or  near  Georgia 
street,  and  running  thence  southwardly  along  the  center  of  said  canal  to  the 
southern  limit  of  said  city ;  and  in  so  doing,  it  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  use  and  cross  all  public  streets  traversed  or  intersected  by 
such  tracks. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Railroad  Company  shall  construct  all  said  tracks  so  as  to  con- 
form with  the  grade  of  said  cross  streets  as  established  by  the  city;  and  it 
shall  at  all  times  so  maintain  the  said  track  in  conformity  with  such  grade. 
It  shall  properly  and  securely  plank  all  streets  and  alley  crossings  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  in  a  proper  condition  for  safe,  con- 
venient and  comfortable  passage,  and  so  as  to  cause  as  little  obstruction  to 
said  streets  and  alleys  as  practicable.  The  said  street  and  alley  crossings 
shall  be  planked  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  four  feet  on  the 
outer  side  of  each  rail,  and  all  necessary  culverts  and  drains  crossing  under 
said  tracks,  when  ordered  by  the  Common  Council,  shall  be  built  and  main- 
tained by  the  said  Railroad  Company. 

Sec.  4.  All  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  above  granted  and  tendered 
are  and  shall  be  upon  the  following  considerations  and  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing conditions: 

First.  That  said  Railroad  Company  shall,  immediately  after  the  accept- 
ance of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  commence  and  proceed,  with 
reasonable  dilligence,  to  fill  up  said  canal  from  Market  street  southwardly  to 
the  southern  limit  of  said  city,  to  the  level  of  the  cross  streets. 

Second.  The  tracks  of  said  Railroad  Company,  as  hereafter  constructed 
under  the  provision  of  this  ordinance,  south  of  Georgia  street,  shall  be  laid 
along  the  center  of  said  canal  so  filled  up,  or  as  near  such  center  as  will 
allow  a  proper  and  convenient  connection  with  the  present  tracks  and 
within  a  space  not  exceeding  fifteen  feet  each  way  from  the  center  line  of 
said  canal. 
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Third.  All  the  remainder  of  the  land  covered  by  said  canal,  and  its  bed, 
banks,  margins,  etc.,  south  of  Market  street  laying  outside  said  central  belt 
of  thirty  feet  in  width,  shall  be  forever  dedicated  to  the  public  for  street 
uses,  subject,  like  other  streets,  to  control  of  the  Common  Council,  with  all 
right  to  lay  sewers,  gas  pipes,  water  pipes,  etc.,  therein  that  are  incident  to 
other  streets.  Said  Railroad  Company  shall  make  no  use  of  the  same  incon- 
sistent with  said  public  use.  But  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prevent  said  Railroad  Company  from  making  the  necessary 
curves  at  and  near  Louisiana  street,  to  connect  with  its  tracks,  or  that  of  the 
Union  Railway  Company  in  Louisiana  street. 

Fourth.  Said  Railroad  Company  shall,  at  the  time  of  laying  said  addi- 
tional track  from  Louisiana  street  northward,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may 
be  reasonably  convenient,  lower  the  grsde  of  its  present  track  between 
Market  street  and  Indiana  Avenue,  so  as  to  conform  with  the  existing  grade 
of  the  cross  street. 

Sec.  5.  A  copy  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Mayor  to  the 
President  of  said  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  &  Lafayette  Railroad  Company, 
and  ten  days  time  thereafter  shall  be  given  to  said  company,  to  accept  or  to 
decline  to  accept  the  same. 

The  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  by  said  Railroad  Com- 
pany, under  its  corporate  seal,  and  the  hand  of  its  President,  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  as  a  valid  obligation,  upon  its  part  to  perform  and  keep 
all  the  conditions  contained  in  the  above  fourth  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect,  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage ;  and  any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  Railroad  Company  to  comply 
with  the  aforesaid  condition  and  requirement,  -as  to  the  filling  "up  of  said 
canal,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all  the  privileges  herein  contained  to  lay 
said  additional  tracks;  and  the  Ciry  Marshal  shall  have  power  to  cause  all 
such  additional  tracks  as  may  have  been  laid  in  or  across  any  public  street 
or  alley  to  be  taken  up. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  additional  tracks  herein  authorized,  shall  be  used  for  the 
passage  of  cars  and  trains  in  the  usual  way  of  railway  transportation  only, 
and  not  for  the  standing,  storing,  or  switching  of  cars  and  trains. 

Sec.  8.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  contained  shall  be  deemed  as  authori- 
zing any  interference  with  or  obstruction  of  vested  rights  of  adjoining  prop- 
erty owners.

Gentlemen : — Your  Special  Committee,  appointed  to  investigate  the  work- 
ings of  "  Bobbs'  Free  Dispensary,"  and  determine  whether  it  were  best  to 
make  our  regular  quarterly  appropriation  thereto,  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following : 

The  Bobbs  Dispensary  was  organized  by  the  Faculty  of  the  Indiana  Medi- 
cal College,  said  Faculty  constituting  its  Board  of  Trustees.  It  is  so  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  Bobbs,  who,  by  his  will,  donated  $2,000  to  the  poor 
of  Indianapolis — the  interest  of  which  is  used  towards  defraying  the  expense 
of  the  Dispensary.  Its  object,  or  one  object,  at  least,  is  to  supply  medicines 
and  medical  attendance  to  the  poor  who  may  apply.  The  immediate  work- 
ings are  controlled  by  a  Superintendent,  who  is  elected  by  said  Faculty,  and 
it  is  the  channel  through  which  the  Council  has  dispensed  the  above-named 
charity  for  two  or  three  years  past.  From  the  resident  physician  of  the  Dis- 
pensary, Dr.  Godfrey,  your  committee  obtained  a  report  of  medical  service 
rendered  during  the  six  months  ending  June  1,  1874,  as  follows :

Whole  number  of  prescriptions  filled 2,402

Dr.  Fletcher,  the  present  Superintendent,  reports  for  the  month  of  June: 

Whole  number  of  visits  made 171 

Whole  number  of  prescriptions  filled 322 

Whole  number  of  obstetrical  cases 2 

Whole  number  of  post  mortem  examinations 2 

How  well  the  Dispensary  was  managed  or  the  work  performed  previous  to 
June  1st,  your  committee  do  not  report,  as  we  are  not  possessed  of  sufficient 
data  to  determine ;  but  from  June  1st  to  the  present,  your  committee  have 
good  reason  to  believe  that  the  work  has  been  well  done.  From  a  financial 
exhibit  furnished  by  Drs.  Stevens  and  Fletcher  we  derive  the  following:  The 
first  of  January  last  the  total  indebtedness,  as  per  report  furnished  the  Coun- 
cil, was  $1,180.89.  This  has  been  reduced  by  Dr.  Stevens  to  about  $700,  with 
$243.13  yet  remaining  in  his  hands,  which  he  proposes  to  pay  on  the  indebt- 
edness, thus  reducing  it  to  about  $460.  In  the  Council  proceedings  of  Janu- 
ary 26,  1874,  we  find  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  Benevolence  and  Hos- 
pitals in  which  is  recommended  an  appropriation  of  $2,000,  payable  to  the 
Bobbs'  Dispensary,  in  quarterly  instalments  of  $500  each,  for  the  purpose  of 
continuing  the  contract  by  which  the  managers  thereof  were  to  furnish  med- 
icines and  medical  attendance  to  the  poor  of  the  city  and  Center  township, 
to  the  inmates  of  the  Station  House,  Jail  and  Colored  Orphan  Asylum,  and 
make  all  post  mortem  examinations  within  Center  township  without  expense 
to  the  city  or  county,  other«than  the  donations  made  by  the  City  Council  and 
County  Commissioners,  which  report  was  concurred  in.  In  view  of  the  said 
concurrence,  and  the  conviction  on  the  part  of  your  committee  that  the  pres- 
ent Superintendent  is  having  the  work  faithfully  performed,  we  believe  that 
this  Council  is  under  moral  obligation  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  said  re- 
port, and  a  failure  to  do  so  would  be  a  breach  of  good  faith.  We  would, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  regular  quarterly  appropriation  of  $500  be 
made. 

Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that  the  plan  of  dispensing 
this  charity  of  medical  relief  to  the  poor  be  changed  at  the  expiration  of  the 
year,  as  it  is  believed  that  a  plan  can  be  matured  by  that  time  that  will  prove 
more  satisfactory.

1st.  A  motion  was  referred  to  your  committee,  introduced  by  Councilman 
Brown,  directing  that  the  order  heretofore  made  to  the  Street  Supervisor, 
south,  to  notify  the  property  holders  to  raise  the  sidewalks  on  the  south  side 
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of  Maryland  street,  from   Delaware  to  Pennsylvania  streets,  be  rescinded. 
We  recommend  the  passage  of  the  above  motion. 

2d.  A  motion  was  also  referred,  introduced  by  Councilman  Read,  direct- 
ing the  Street  Supervisor,  north,  to  repair  the  bowldered  street  on  Massa- 
chusetts avenue,  between  Alabama  and  New  Jersey  streets.

Indianapolis,  Aug  3,  1874. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — Whereas,  numerous  and  aggravated  reports  have  been  made 
that  parties  now  occupying  the  Southern  Park  for  the  purpose  of  training 
horses  on  the  track,  have  become  a  great  source  of  annoyance  to  the  sur- 
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rounding  neighborhood,  by  committing  various  depredations  on  their  prop- 
erty, plundering  their  gardens  and  fruit,  and  destroying  their  crops ;  also 
demolishing  the  stables  and  buildings  located  within  the  grounds,  using  the 
same  for  firewood,  etc.  Your  commissioner  respectfully  requests  that  all  per- 
sons owning  or  quartering  horses  01  stock  of  any  kind,  within  the  enclosure 
of  the  Southern  Park  grounds,  be  notified  by  the  City  Marshal  to  remove  the 
same  at  once,  and  that  hereafter  the  track  shall  not  be  used  by  any  persons 
for  training  or  racing  horses,  or  other  private  purposes,  but  shall  be  kept  at 
all  times  for  use  of  the  public,  and  subject  to  municipal  regulations  as  to  fast 
and  dangerous  driving. 

Your  commissioner  informs  you  that  disreputable  persons  of  both  sexes 
are  in  the  habit  of  resorting  to  the  stables  at  night,  where  they  are  secluded 
from  the  observations  of  the  police.  The  probable  results  to  the  property 
from  a  continuance  of  these  visitations  are  apparent  to  all.  Accident  or  pre- 
meditated intent  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  parties  would  demolish  the  build- 
ings by  fire.  I  therefore  suggest  that  the  stables  and  all  conveniences  for 
keeping  stock  on  the  grounds  be  advertised  by  the  City  Clerk  for  sale  by 
auction,  the  proceeds  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  the  purchaser  to  re- 
move the  material  from  the  grounds  without  delay.  The  importance  of  hav- 
ing the  grounds  and  property  properly  cared  for,  requires  that  some  respon- 
sible person  should  be  permanently  located  therein,  having  police  powers 
and  authority  to  eject  that  class  of  community  who  seem  to  have  no  ambi- 
tion to  gratify  except  to  destroy  and  degrade  whatever  they  may  come  in 
contact  with.  I  suggest  that  the  Police  Board  be  authorized  to  appoint  such 
person  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  occupy  the  dwelling  located  on  the 
grounds,  whose  duty  shall  be  confined  to  the  Park,  its  care  and  protection, 
and  the  maintenance  of  good  order  and  municipal  laws  within  its  enclos- 
ures. I  also  suggest  that  the  Street  Supervisor  be  directed  to  confine  himself 
to  the  bed  of  the  run,  for  any  supply  of  gravel  he  may  require  for  public  im- 
provements, and  that  excavations  on  the  grounds,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
curing gravel,  shall  be  prohibited. 

And  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  conflicting  opinions  between  your  hon- 
orable body  and  your  commissioner,  I  respectfully  request  that  my  duties 
shall  be  definitely  defined.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  petition  of  Messrs.  Campbell,  praying 
that  the  order  made  upon  the  petition  of  J.  Maloney,  vacating  a  certain  alley, 
may  be  set  aside,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  : 

I  have  very  serious  doubts  as  to  the  legality  of  the  proceedings,  and  doubt 
the  validity  of  the  order  of  vacation.  I  think,  however,  that  even  if  the  pro- 
ceedings were  invalid,  the  power  of  the  Council  was  exhausted  in  making  the 
order,  and  that  as  there  is  no  power  granted  to  set  aside  or  review  an  order 
of  vacation,  the  order  must  stand  until  set  aside  by  judicial  proceedings.  I 
therefore  recommend  that  the  Common  Council  decline  to  interfere  in  the 
matter,  and  disclaim  any  support  of  the  claims  of  either  party,  and  leave 
them  to  their  remedy  at  law.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — In  obedience  to  a  motion  adopted  by  your  honorable  body,  I 
have  examined  the  question  of  the  power  of  the  Common  Council  to  cause 
the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  to  fill  the  space  between  its  tracks  so 
as  to  conform  to  the  surface  of  the  adjacent  part  of  the  street. 

The  5th  and  6th  sections  of  the  original  ordinance  granting  the  Railway 
Company  permission  to  use  the  streets  of  the  city  required  it  to  improve  the 
street  occupied  by  the  bed  of  the  railway,  and  two  feet  on  the  outer  edge  of 
each  rail,  and  to  move  and  relay  at  its  own  expense  the  tracks;  but  in  No- 
vember, 1867,  the  ordinance  was  amended,  and  the  operation  of  these  sec- 
tions suspended  until  1878.  The  first  section  of  the  ordinance  of  November, 
1867,  is  as  follows : 

"  That  the  track  of  any  such  railway  shall  not  be  elevated  above  the  sur- 
face of  the  street,  and  the  same  shall  be  so  laid  as  to  conform  to  the  estab- 
lished grade  of  the  streets  of  said  city,  and  in  such  manner  as  to  be  no  im- 
pediment to  the  ordinary  use  of  the  streets  of  said  city,  and  the  passage  of 
wagons,  carriages  and  other  vehicles  upon  and  along  or  across  said  track,  at 
any  point,  and  in  any  and  all  directions,  with  suitable  bridges  at  all  gutters 
so  as  to  permit  the  free  and  unimpeded  flow  of  water  in  and  along  said  gut- 
ters." 

There  is  nothing  in  the  ordinance  of  1867  relieving,  or  attempting  to  relieve, 
the  company  from  the  duty  of  keeping  the  part  of  the  street  occupied  by  it 
in  repair,  but  this  ordinance  does,  in  terms,  relieve  it  from  the  expense  of 
taking  up  or  re-laying  tracks,  and  from  the  obligations  of  improving  between 
the  rails  and  two  feet  on  the  outer  edge  of  each  rail.  The  release  from  the 
obligation  to  improve  is  not,  I  think,  a  release  from  the  general  obligation  to 
repair.  The  one  case  is  where  a  change  in  the  entire  street  is  made ;  a  new 
improvement  ordered;  the  other  case  is  where  the  company  makes  use  of  a 
street  put  in  repair  and  good  order,  either  at  the  expense  of  the  city  or  the 
property  owners.  Finding  and  taking  the  street  in  good  order  and  repair,  I 
think  the  company  is  bound  to  keep  the  portion  of  the  street  occupied  by  it 
in  a  state  of  repair  corresponding  with  the  remaining  portion  of  the  street. 
Streets  are  highways  for  the  use  of  the  general  public,  and  a  corporation 
licensed  to  use  them  must,  so  far  as  consistent  with  the  use  licensed,  main- 
tain the  part  used  by  it  in  ordinary  and  reasonable  repair.  This  is  the  rule 
of  law  independent  of  any  express  contract  or  statute,  and  there  is  nothing 
in  the  ordinances  of  the  city  relieving  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company 
from  the  operation  of  this  rule. 
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Without  lengthening  this  opinion  by  the  citation  of  authorities  or  a  more 
extended  statement  of  my  reasons  for  the  conclusion  at  which  I  have  arrived, 
I  state  the  conclusion,  viz.: 

That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Street  Railway  Company,  making  use  of  a  street 
in  good  order  at  the  time  it  is  taken  possession  of  by  the  company,  to  repair 
all  wear  and  injury  to  the  street  caused  by  the  company's  use  thereof.  If  the 
space  between  the  tracks  is  so  worn  by  the  use  made  of  it  by  the  company 
as  to  cause  it  to  become  lower  than  the  adjacent  portions  of  the  street,  and 
travel  is  thus  incommoded,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  company  to  so  repair  that 
part  of  the  street  as  to  make  it  correspond  with  the  other  portions  of  such 
street. 

The  proper  mode  of  procedure  would  be  for  the  Council  to  direct  the  com- 
pany's attention  to  the  street  required  to  be  repaired,  and  to  direct  that  it  be 
done  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  in  case  of  the  company's  failure  to  com- 
ply with  it,  that  the  work  will  be  done  by  the  city  authorities  and  the  cost 
and  expense  thereof  collected  from  the  company.

The  Board  of  Commissioners,  after  careful  examination  of  the  line  of  the 
proposed  street,  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  the  most  suit- 
able one  that  could  be  adopted,  and  after  a  careful  survey  of  the  line  from 
Meridian  street  to  Western  avenue,  we  would  recommend  that  a  fifty  foot 
street  be  opened  from  Meridian  to  Alabama  streets,  and  a  forty  foot  street 
from  Alabama  street  to  Western  avenue.  That  the  north  line  of  these  proposed 
fifty  and  forty  foot  streets,  be  a  direct  extension  of  the  north  line  of  Second 
street  as  laid  out  in  Drake's  addition,  or  as  nearly  so  as  will  enable  the  forty- 
foot  street  to  pass  north  of  Mr.  John  J.  Morris's  house,  on  Western  avenue.

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  report  of  the  Board  of  Healthy 
containing  sundry  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  difficuly  of  getting  rid  of  va- 
rious ponds  of  water,  as  well  as  other  suggestions  in  regard  to  matters  of  a 
sanitary  character,  would  respectfully  report : 

1st.  That  the  City  Marshal  notify  the  owners  of  all  lots  on  which  ponds 
are  located,  to  fill  or  drain  the  same  within  thirty  days,  and  in  case  the  own- 
ers fail  to  do  so,  the  Supervisors  of  Streets  shall  have  the  same  done  in  their 
respective  divisions,. and  collect  the  expense  thereof  from  the  owners  of  said 
lots,  provided  the  expense  of  said  filling  or  draining  shall  not  exceed  ten 
per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  lots  on  which  such  ponds  are  situated.  Where 
the  expend  would  exceed  the  ten  per  cent,  named,  the  said  Supervisors 
shall  fill  or  drain  an  extent  not  exceeding  the  ten  per  cent  named,  and  col- 
lect as  above. 

2d.  In  cases  where  ponds  can  be  drained  by  inproving  streets,  we  would 
recommend  the  passage  of  ordinances  for  the  improvement  of  such  streets 
whether  petitioned  for  or  not. 

3d.  The  Board  of  Health  report  an  uncleanly  and  badly  ventilated  sta- 
tion house,  and  recommend  that  measures  be  taken  to  ameliorote  the  condi- 
tion of  the  prisoners.  The  uncleanly  condition,  if  it  exists,  can  and  should 
be  remedied  by  the  free  use  of  soap  and  water,  with  liberal  scrubbing,  white- 
washing, paint,  etc.  The  bad  ventilation  is  difricnlt  to  overcome,  and  it  is  in- 
deed very  bad  ;  a  disgrace  to  an  enlightened  and  civilized  humanity.  It  can 
not  be  remedied  and  the  security  of  the  structure  maintained  without  remod- 
eling the  entire  building.     Some  relief  may  be  expected  from  the  establish- 
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merit  of  "  lock-ups"  at  the  new  engine  houses,  thus  preventing,  to  some  ex- 
tent, the  overcrowding  of  the  present.  This  is  a  matter,  however,  coming 
more  particularly  within  the  province  of  the  Police  Board,  and  we  would 
recommend  that  they  take  some  action  in  the  matter  as  early  as  possible. 

4th.  The  Board  of  Health  recommend  the  opening  to  the  public  of  Circle 
and  University  Parks.  The  season  is  far  advanced,  and  these  grounds  can- 
not be  thrown  open  to  the  public  without  damage  to  the  young  trees  put  out 
last  spring,  unless  police  were  stationed  in  said  grounds,  which  would  be  an 
expense  unwarranted  at  present.  While  it  is  very  desirable  tnat  they  should 
be  opened,  we  believe  it  would  be  best  not  to  open  them  this  year. 

5tb.  Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that  his  honor,  the 
Mayor,  issue  a  proclamation  notifying  citizens  to  comply  with  the  ordinance 
requiring  them  to  cut  down  the  rank  weeds  on  their  premises,  and  in  the 
alleys  and  streets  adjoining  their  property,  and  that  the  police  see  that  the 
ordinance  is  complied  with.

That  above  said  hard  clay-bed  there  is  a  strata  of  quick  sand  and 
gravel  three  and  one-half  feet  thick,  through  which  water  flowed  so  fast  that 
it  required  a  pump,  with  engine  attached,  to  be  kept  in  motion  night  and 
day  constantly  to  keep  the  water  down  so  as  to  prosecute  the  work  on  said 
cistern.  That  with  all  possible  dispatch  a  brick  wall  in  cement  morter  was 
laid  around  said  cistern  upon  the  bed  of  said  clay  with  the  view  of  stopping 
out  said  water,  which  wall  he  laid  up  to  within  four  and  a  half  feet  of  the 
ground  surface,  but  could  not  succeed  in  materially  stopping  the  flow  of  said 
water.  That  he  then  caused  to  have  puddled  with  clay  the  outer  side  of  the 
walls,  but  could  not  then  keep  out  the  water.    That  he  then  dug  down  into 
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the  hard  clay  three  and  a  a  half  feet  perpendicular  with  said  wall  on  the 
inside,  and  caused  to  be  laid  an  inside  wall,  matching  on  to  first  wall  one 
foot  above  its  base  and  both  walls  as  firmly  as  possible  attached  together,  and 
that  the  two  walls  combined  did  not  materially  stop  the  flow  of  water  into 
the  cistern.  That  he  then  dug  down  some  two  and  a  half  feet  lower,  which 
makes  the  whole  depth  of  said  cistern  about  seventeen  and  a  half  feet,  and 
then  allowed  the  water  to  flow  into  said  cistern,  which  raised  to  within  about 
seven  feet  of  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

Your  petitioner  would  now  represent  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  all  of  the 
inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  city,  together  with  his  own,  that  it  is  far  bet- 
ter to  leave  said  cistern  sufficiently  open  (with  good  protection  walls)  than 
to  try  to  stop  out  the  natural  flow  of  water,  which  will  afford  a  more  abun- 
dant supply  than  a  dry  cistern. 

Together  with  this  he  is  now  putting  in  a  driven  well  of  three  inches  in 
diameter,  which,  according  to  the  working  of  a  driven  well  three  hundred 
feet  from  said  cistern,  will  bring  the  lower  strata  of  water,  at.  all  seasons,  to 
within  eleven  feet  of  the  surface  of.  the  ground. 

Your  petitioner  would  now  pray  that  your  honorable  body  would  allow 
him  to  leave  said  cistern  as  now,  with  the  natural  flow  of  water  as  now  com- 
ing in,  together  with  the  driven  well,  as  it  is  the  general  belief  of  the  prop- 
erty holders  in  that  part  of  the  city  that  it  would  afi  ird  rger  supply  of 
water,,  and  it  is  generally  their  desire  thai  it  should  remain  as  it  is. 

And  it  is  also  the  genera,!  belief  cf.ble  to  build  a  dry  cis- 

tern in  said  locality.

That  he  found  both  lamps  and  posts  covered 
with  sand  and  dust,-  and  many  of  them  greatly  corroded  with  rust,  all  of 
which  had  to  be  removed  before  the  paint  and  varnish  could  be  properly 
applied.  That  as  no  price  was  agreed  on  for  the  work,  he  fixed  what  he 
regarded  a  just  and  reasonable  price,  viz  :  65  cents  for  each  lamp  and  post, 
and  after  he  had  completed  to  the  number  of  552,  he  furnished  a  bill  to  this.

Your,  memorialist  considers  himself  justly  entitled  to  the  amount  of  his 
bill  No.  2,  now  on  the  table  of  this  Council,  and  knows  no  good  reason  why 
he  is  not  paid. 

Since  said  bill  No.  2  was  before  your  honorable  body,  he  understands  that 
certain  members  thereof  have  objected  to  the  price,  although  he  supposed 
that  the  price  had  been  agreed  upon  and  approved  on  the  payment  of  the 
first  bill.

Gentlemen  : — The  change  I  propose  to  make  in  the  lighting  of  the  Illinois 
Street  Tunnel,  is  to  light  it  as  we  light  the  Purifying  Houses  of  Gas  Works, 
by  cutting  openings  in  the  partition  walls  between  the  foot  and  roadways  and 
fixing  a  burner  in  such  opening.  One  burner  will  thus  throw  light  in  both 
ways,  and  by  fixing  eight  burners  in  each  wall  sixteen  burners  will  supply  as 
much  light  as  we  now  get  from  thirty-two. 

To  make  this  change  the  old  pipe  would  have  to  be  taken  down  and  it  or

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  recent  publication  in  the  city  papers,  exposing  the  killing  and  selling 
of  diseased  and  unwholesome  meat,  will  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable 
body  to  the  necessity  for  the  supervision  and  regulation  of  the  sale  of  ani- 
mals intended  to  supply  the  markets  of  this  city.  A  strict  surveilance  should 
be  kept  over  all  slaughter-houses  and  markets,  and  everything  not  sound, 
condemned. 

Nothing  is  more  important  to  a  city  or  people,  than  the  food  they  eat.  It 
is  a  fact  that  much  of  the  meat  sold  here  is  such  as  it  will  not  pay  to  send 
on  to  eastern  cities.  It  is  assorted,  and  the  worst  sold  here  and  the  good 
sent  to  other  cities,  where  the  strict  surveilance  of  their  inspectors  will  allow 
none  but  healthy  animals  and  such  as  are  fit  for  food  to  be  killed.  Let  a 
strict  inspection  be  made  of  all  animals  intended  for  market  in  our  own  city, 
and  dealers  will  cease  to  send  in  their  poor  bulls  and  lean  pork. 

We  would  suggest  to  your  honorable  body,  that  another  sanitary  policeman 
be  appointed,  to  be  subject  to  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
whose  salary  shall  be  paid  by  such  a  per  cent,  as  may  be  required  on  all 
animals  inspected,  whether  passed  or  condemned. 

While  making  our  weekly  report,  we  would  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  the  excellent  sanitary  condition  of  the  city.  The  deaths  for  the  week 
ending  Saturday,  August  15th,  are  twenty-eight,  of  which  three  are  from 
old  age.     Deaths  during  corresponding  week  last  year,  were  seventy-six.

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Scaled  proposals  for  sundry  street  improvements,  were  received, 
opened,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Contracts.

The  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  Aug.  24,  1874. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  : — Complaint  has  been  made  for  some  time  past, 'about  the  drain- 
age of  Mississippi  street  at  and  near  its  connection  with  Market  street.     If 
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the  Missouri  street  sewer,  which  is  now  under  contract,  was  extended  on 
Market  street  to  Mississippi  street,  it  would  assist  very  much  in  relieving  the 
difficulty.     It  would  be  better  still  to  extend  the  sewer  north  to  Ohio  street. 

Some  time  ago  I  was  directed  to  employ  men  to  clean  the  sewers  and 
catch  basins,  and  see  that  the  work  was  done.  These  men  were  first  placed 
on  the  pay  roll  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  and  since  the  election  of  Super- 
visors has  been  on  the  roll  of  the  Southern  Supervisor.  Mr.  Mattler  objects 
to  this  arrangement,  and  wants  the  men  paid  in  some  other  way. 

I  would  be  glad  if  the  Council  would  relieve  me  of  the  care  of  the  sewers, 
either  by  placing  them  under  the  charge  of  the  Supervisors,  or  having  the 
work  done  by  contract.  If  the  latter  method  is  adopted,  the  contractor 
should  be  required  to  give  bond  to  secure  the  city  against  any  damage 
caused  by  his  neglect. 

A  statement  was  made  in  the  Council  last  Monday,  that  Home  avenue  had 
been  received,  and  an  estimate  allowed  the  contractor  when  the  work  had 
not  been  done  according  to  contract,  there  being  only  12  inches  of  gravel  in 
the  center  of  the  street  in  front  of  Ovid  Butler's  property,  when  the  contract 
required  15  inches.  The  Street  Commissioner  certified  that  the  work  had 
been  completed.  Mr.  Patterson  also  examined  it,  and  since  Monday  I 
measured  carefully  the  depth  of  the  gravel  at  the  places  referred  to,  and 
found  full  fifteen  inches,  though  it  had  been  more  than  two  weeks  since 
the  work  had  been  done.  The  quantity  was  sufficient,  and  the  quality 
unusually  good.

The  undersigned,  owners  of  lots  on  Summit  street,  in  Ridenour's  addition 
to  Indianapolis,  respectfully  represent  that  they  remonstrate  and  protest 
against  letting  the  contract  to  grade  and  gravel  said  street  from  Washington 
street  to  the  track  of  the  Indiana  Central  Railroad,  because  said  street  was 
originally  intended  to  be  opened  through  to  the  Michigan  road ;  that  it  will 
be  of  little  or  no  value  to  them  or  the  public  if  it  stops  at  said  railroad;  that 
as  an  outlet  to  them,  or  as  a  public  thoroughfare,  it  will  be  destroyed  by  stop- 
ping it  at  said  railroad;  and  they  ought  not  to  be  burdened  by  the  heavy 
expense  of  grading  and  graveling  such  a  short  and  useless  piece  of  an  aban- 
doned street.  They  further  state  that  they  remonstrated  against  the  passage 
of  the  ordinance  for  such  improvement,  and  defeated  it,  but  that  it  seems  to 
have  been  taken  up  afterward,  without  further  notice  to  them,  and  passed.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital, 
respectfully  report  to  your  honorable  body,  that  the  public  demands  for  a 
hospital  in  this  city  have  increased  very  largely  and  rapidly  within  the  past 
two  or  three  years.  Sickness  and  suffering  always  keep  pace  with  the  increase 
of  population,  and  the  rapid  growth  of  our  city  has  been  fruitful  in  this 
respect. 

Our  hospital  is  not  located  as  centrally  as  we  could  desire,  but  we  have 
ample  grounds,  good  ventilation,  etc.,  and  we  think  we  do  not  boast  when  we 
say  that  it  is  one  of  the  best  charities  of  the  city.  We  feel  confident  that  it 
will  not  suffer  by  comparison  with  similar  institutions  in  our  neighboring 
cities.  The  hospital  has  been  served,  since  its  organization,  by  the  physicians 
of  the  city,  gratuitously. 

We  further  respectfully  represent  that  there  will  probably  be  a  considera- 
ble and  increased  number  of  medical  students  in  attendance  upon  the  seve- 
ral colleges  in  this  city  during  the  coming  winter,  and  that  all  such  will  be 
permitted  to  attend  the  hospital,  for  clinical  instruction,  upon  equal  terms; 
and  that  there  is,  at  present,  no  properly  constructed  and  arranged  lecture 
room  for  the  purpose  of  giving  such  instruction;  in  view  of  which,  we  would 
respectfully  petition  your  honorable  body  to  authorize  the  construction  and 
equipment,  in  proper  style,  of  the  building  necessary  for  that  purpose.

ing abundant  material  for  Clinical  instruction  to  the  classes  of  the  various 
Medical  Colleges  of  this  city. 

The  fact  of  its  being  supported  by  general  taxation,  should  make  its  bene- 
fits in  this  latter  regard  alike  available  to  all  parties  desiring  such  advantages 
at  Indianapolis. 

The  establishment  recently,  however,  of  another  Medical  School  here, 
happens  to  throw  the  management  of  the  Hospital  exclusively  into  the 
hands  of  the  Faculty  of  that  organization,  affording  it  a  monopoly  of  the 
advantages  referred  to,  which  we  hold  to  be  entirely  incompatable  with  the 
interests  of  other  Colleges,  which  are  entitled  in  all  respects  to  equal 
privileges.

I  am  contractor  for  the  improvement  of  Illinois  street  from  Seventh,  or 
Tinker,  to  Twelfth  streets,  a  part  of  which   was  the  laying  of  brick  on  the 
sidewalks  and  bowldering  the  gutters. 

On  or  about  the  1st  of  June  last,  I  made  an  agreement  with  Peter  Early 
for  doing  said  paving  at  the  rate  of  8  cents  per  front  foot  and  bowldering  at 
the  rate  of  12  cents  per  front  foot,  the  same  to  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of 
myself  and  the  City  Engineer.  He  associated  with  himself  two  or  three 
other  parties,  but  on  account  of  their  quarreling  and  the  difficulty  in  getting 
the  work  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  or  myself,  I  canceled  the 
agreement,  and  on  the  18th  day  of  July,  I  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
one  P.  B.  Stokes  to  complete  the  work  at  the  same  rates,  he  agreeing  to  do 
the  work,  and  use  the  materials  to  the  complete  and  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
City  Engineer  and  myself.

Stokes 
has  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  a  claim  against  me  for  $179.60,  a  larger  amount 
than  would  have  been  due  him  if  the  work  had  been  done  according  to  con- 
tract, besides  the  delay  in  not  getting  my  final  estimate  on  the  work  has 
been  a  great  pecuniary  loss  and  damage  to  me.  I  would  therefore  respect- 
fully ask  your  honorable  body  to  set  aside  said  claim  until  the  same  shall 
have  been  investigated  and  adjusted,  and  direct  the  City  Clerk  to  issue  an 
order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  withheld,  on  the  filing  of  a  satisfac- 
tory indemnity  bond  to  hold  the  city  free  from  loss  or  damage  on  account  of 
any  claim  said  Stokes  may  have  for  said  work.

of  the  river.  As  there  is  no  ordinance  in  force  to  prevent  the  throwing  of 
such  matter  into  the  river  above  the  city,  we  recommend  that  your  honorable 
body  take  such  measures  as  may  relieve  the, citizens  in  the  southwestern 
quarter  of  the  city  of  this  nuisance. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  Sexton  of  the  cemetry  be  directed  to 
trim  out. the  undergrowth  of  brush,  from  the  grounds,  in  order  that  the  sun 
map  dissipate  the  gasses  that  collect  in  such  places.

Market  street  to  said  9  foot  alley,  and  also  to  said  10  foot  alley,  would  be

In  January,  1821,  the  Legislature  of  Indiana  passed  an  act  directing  the 
Commissioners  to  appoint  a  surveyor  who  should  make  out  two  copies  of  the 
plat  or  plan  of  the  town  of  Indianapolis,  designating  thereon  each  square 
that  may  be  set  apart  for  public  purposes,  and  for  what  intended.  On  the 
plans  prepared  and  filed  under  this  act  part  of  square  43  was  designated  as 
"  Market  Square."  No  conveyance  of  the  ground  was  ever  made  to  the  city. 
The  only  title  that  the  city  has  is  that  vested  by  the  dedication  made  in  the 
plan  recorded  in  1821.  The  title  thus  conferred  is  to  hold  the  ground  in 
trust  for  the  public  for  the  uses'  designated  in  the  plat  by  which  the  dedica- 
tion was  made.  Upon  the  strength  of  the  case  of  Ketcham  vs.  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, 12  Ind.  620,  I  think  it  must  be  held  that  the  ground  must  be  kept 
and  used  for  market  purposes,  that  being  the  purposo  to  which  it  was  dedi- 
cated, and  that  being  the  use  for  which  possession  has  been  held  and  con- 
tinued. 

If  the  city  should  divert  the  ground  to  a  use  different  from  that  to  which 
it  was  dedicated,  no  other  person  or  power  could  declare  or  enforce  a  forfeit- 
ure except  the  grantor,  the  State  of  Indiana.  If  the  ground  should  be  occu- 
pied and  used  for  purposes  other  than  market,  no  advantage  could  be  taken 
except  by  the  State,  and  the  question  would  be  entirely  between  the  State 
and  the  city.     It  would  be  +he  better  plan,  if  the  city  desires  to  erect  public 
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buildings  and  not  use  the  ground  in  any  wise  for  market  purposes,  to  procure 
an  act  of  the  Legislature  authorizing  such  use. 

I  do  not  think  the  city  bound,  by  the  terms  of  the  dedication,  to  make  use 
of  the  grounds  solely  for  market  purposes,  but  may  couple  with  this  any 
other  use  not  inconsistent  with  or  antagonistic  to  market  purposes.  It  may 
be  used  for  City  Hall  and  City  Offices  in  conjunction  with  a  place  for  mar- 
kets.

Gentlemen.  : — In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Committee  on  Gas 
Light,  I  placed  in  the  east  footway  of  the  Illinois  street  tunnel  two  locomo- 
tive reflectors,  fitted  to  burn  gas,  taking  out  six  burners  formerly  used.  I 
have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  experiment  is  a  decided  success,  as  we  not 
only  save  gas  thereby,  but  we  get  considerable  more  light.  I  would,  there- 
fore, recommend  the  purchase  of  four  reflectors  to  be  used  in  the  tunnel 
instead  of  the  burners  used  at  present. 
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My  thanks  are  due  Mr.  Gimber,  chairman  of  the  Gas  Committee,  for  ad- 
vice and  assistance  in  this  matter;  also  to  Superintendent  Hardesty,  of  the 
Union  tracks,  who  kindly  loaned  me  the  reflectors  which  I  used. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  Heffingwell  gas  governors  be  placed  on  the 
tunnel,  and  also  on  all  the  engine  and  hose  houses,  believing  that  a  great 
saving  in  gas  would  be  the  result,  as,  from  actual  experiments,  I  have  found 
a  saving  of  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five  per  cent,  from  their  use. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  meter-prover  in  my 
office  is  out  of  repair,  and  as  it  is  so  old,  and  has  been  repaired  so  often  with 
no  satisfactory  result,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  new 
one,  of  ten  foot  capacity,  as  a  five-foot  one — the  size  now  in  my  office — is  too 
small  for  general  use. 

I  earnestly  request  that  this  be  given  your  immediate  attention,  as  I  am 

now  obliged  to  use  the  prover  belonging  to  the  Gas  Company — a  thing  I  do 

not  like  to  do.

Mr.  Bigham,  from  the   Committee  on   Streets  and  Alleys,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report : 
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Indianapolis,  Sept.  28,  1874. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred 
a  remonstrance  against  the  improvement  of  Eddy  street,  from  Garden  street 
to  Pogues  Run,  herewith  return  the  remonstrance  and  recommend  that  the 
improvement  be  made  as  contemplated  under  the  ordinance. 

An  ordinance  was  also  referred  for  grading  and  graveling  the  first  alley 
east  of  East  street,  from  Coburn  street  to  the  first  alley  north.  We  here- 
with return  the  said  ordinance  and  recommend  its  passage. 

A  motion  was  also  referred — introduced  by  Councilman  Kennington — di- 
recting the  Street  Supervisor  South  to  remove  the  stone  on  Virginia  avenue 
and  repair  the  gutter  and  street,  or  avenue,  from  the  Union  Railway  Com- 
pany's tracks  to  Louisiana  street.  We  recommend  that  the  Street  Supervisor 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  motion. 

A  remonstrance  was  also  referred  against  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  for 
the  curbing  of  the  outside  edge  of  the  sidewalk  on  the  north  side  of  Georgia 
street,  between  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  streets.  We  see  no  good  reason 
why  said  improvement  should  not  be  made;  we  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance. 

A  remonstrance  was  also  referred  against  the  improvement  of  Tinker 
street,  between  Central  and  College  avenues.  We  think  the  improvement 
should  be  made,  and  therefore  return  the  remonstrance  and  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance. 

An  ordinance  was  also  referred  for  the  improvement  of  Norwood  street, 
between  Russell  avenue  and  Tennessee  street.  We  have  had  said  ordinance 
before  us  twice  before,  and  we  do  now,  as  we  did  then,  report  back  the  ordi- 
nance and  recommend  its  passage. 

A  motion  was  also  referred  to  your  committee — introduced  by  Councilman 
Adams — directing  the  Street  Supervisors  to  curtail  their  street  expenses  to  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  per  week.  We  would  report  that  we 
are  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  said  motion,  and  earnestly  request  all  city 
officers  to  curtail  their  expenses  until  such  times  as  the  treasury  may  be  in  a 
more  healthy  condition. 

A  motion  was  also  referred — introduced  by  Councilman  McGill — directing 
the  Street  Supervisor,  south,  to  place  a  stone  crossing  at  the  intersection  of 
Georgia  street  and  Kentucky  avenue.  We  herewith  report  against  thje  pas- 
sage of  said  motion. 
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A  motion  was  also  referred — introduced  by  Councilman  Woodburn— di- 
recting the  Street  Supervisors  to  put  down  wooden  crossings  with  iron 
drops  (the  same  kind  as  those  on  Illinois  street,  between  Market  and  Wash 
ington  streets,)  in  all  places  where  crossings  are  needed.  We  recommend 
that  the  Street  Supervisors  be  directed  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
motion. 

A  motion  was  also  referred — introduced  by  Councilman  Thalman — direct- 
ing the  City  Clerk  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  lettering  all  corner  lamps 
hereafter  erected  by  the  city;  also  for  lettering  on  tin  and  putting  up  names 
of  streets  not  already  lettered — the  style  to  be  the  same  as  last  lettered;  the 
contract  to  be  made  for  one  year.     We  recommend  that  the  above  motion  be. 


A  motion  was  also  referred — introduced  by  Councilman  Madden — direct- 
ing the  Street  Supervisor,  south,  to  fill  with  gravel  the  chuckholes  in  South 
street,  between  Delaware  and  Illinois  streets.  We  recommend  that  the  Street 
Supervisor,  south,  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  motion. 

An  ordinance  was  also  referred  to  your  committee  for  grading  and  gravel- 
ing, curbing  and  paving  the  sidewalks  with  brick,  Fifth  street,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania to  Meridian  streets,  and  also  a  remonstrance  against  said  improvement. 
We  herewith  return  the  said  ordinance  and  remonstrance  and  recommend 
that  the  ordinance  be  passed. 

A  remonstrance  was  also  referred  to  your  committee,  from  S.  T.  Hensel, 
one  of  the  property  holders  on  Michigan  street,  between  First  and  Mayhew 
streets,  remonstrating  against  one  of  the  property  holders  setting  his  front 
fence  out  on  the  sidewalk.  We  have  consulted  the  City  Civil  Engineer  and 
find  that  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  remonstrance  are  true,  and  that  the  Mar- 
shal notify  said  property  holder  to  set  back  his  fence. 

A  communication  was  also  referred,  from  the  Board  of  Health,  calling  the 
attention  of  the  Council  to  the  insufficient  and  unhealthy  drainage  at  the 
South  street,  No.  7,  engine  house.  We  recommend  that  the  said  communi- 
cation be  referred  to  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  with  instructions  to  report 
what  can  be  done  in  the  premises. 

A  motion  was  also  referred — introduced  by  Councilman  Kennington — di- 
recting the  Street  Supervisor  South  to  repair  the  alley  running  north  and 
south  on  the  west  side  of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  and  Hose  Eeel  House  on  the 
south  side  of  South  street;  the  same  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the 
City  Civil  Engineer.     We  report  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  this  motion. 
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A  motion  was  also  referred — introduced  by  Councilman  Albershardt — 
granting  permission  to  Messrs.  Noelke  &  Smallwood  to  put  up  a  sign-board 
across  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  their  business  place,  No.  22  North  East  street. 
We  report  against  the  passage  of  the  above  motion,  as  it  would  be  violating 
an  ordinance,  and  would  not  prevent  them  from  being  fined  under  the  said 
ordinance. 

A  motion  was  also  referred — introduced  by  Councilman  Hook — giving  per- 
mission to  move  a  house  from  the  corner  of  Meridian  and  Market  streets 
east  on  Market  street  to  New  Jersey  street,  north  on  New  Jersey  street  to 
Massachusetts  avenue  and  St.  Clair  street,  and  on  St.  Clair  street  to  the  Peru 
Railroad.  We  report  against  granting  said  permission,  as  it  would  have  to 
pass  over  block  pavement  and  bowldered  streets. 

A  motion  was  also  referred — introduced  by  Councilman  Ward — directing 
the  Street  Supervisor,  north,  to  place  wooden  culverts  across  the  gutters  on 
Alabama  street  at  the  crossing  of  said  street  with  St.  Mary  street,  which 
motion  we  recommend  be  passed. 

A  communication  was  referred  to  your  committee,  from  Christian  Koep- 
per,  William  Meyer,  Mary  Gubert,  Thomas  David,  and  others,  calling  the 
attention  of  the  Council  to  the  kind  of  material  put  on  the  alley  from  Ray 
to  Wilkins  streets,  between  Meridian  and  Union  streets.  Since  the  said 
communication  has  been  presented,  the  estimate  for  the  said  work  has  been 
approved  by  the  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer, 
who  reported  the  work  done  according  to  contract,  and  we  presume  the 
money  has  all  been  collected  from  the  signers  of  the  communication.

Gentlemen : — At  the  last  meeting  of  your  honorable  body,  the  Committee 
on  Gas  and  the  Gas  Inspector,  were  directed  to  prepare  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  certain  articles,  the  purchase  of  which  was  recommended  by  me.  I 
have  the  honor  to  report : 

1st.     That  the  cost  of  a  ten-foot  prover,  with  connections,  etc.,  will  be  $150. 

2d.  The  Leffingwell  Gas  Governors,  will  cost  as  follows :  three-light  $25, 
five-light  |35,  and  ten-light  $50. 
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These  governors,  by  regulating  the  pressure,  which  in  this  city  reaches  a 
high  average,  cause  a  saving  in  gas  to  the  amount  of  from  15  to  25  per  cent, 
of  gas  bill,  as  has  been  proven  by  actual  experiment.  They  will  be  especial- 
ly needed  at  the  Illinois  Street  Tunnel,  after  the  reflectors  are  put  in  position 
and  ought  by  all  means  to  be  put  on  all  of  the  engine  houses,  though  they 
might  be  dispensed  with  on  some  of  the  hose  houses,  where  the  consumption 
is  small.

Gentlemen  : — I  submit  a  plan  for  a  viaduct  over  the  railroad  tracks  on  Vir- 
ginia avenue  and  Alabama  street. 

The  railroad  tracks  are  crossed  by  means  of  three  stone  arches,  each  45  feet 
span.  Pogue's  Kun  is  crossed  by  three  arches,  each  13  feet  span,  which  are 
built  to  conform  to  the  present  grade  of  the  street,  and  extend  from  the 
northeast  line  of  Virginia  avenue  to  the  west  line  of  Alabama  street,  taking 
the  place  of  the  wooden  structure  now  there. 

Over  the  roadway  thus  formed  another  arch  of  45  feet  span  is  built,  in  line 
with  and  similar  to  the  three  first  mentioned.  This  will  afford  room  for  three 
additional  tracks. 

The  direction  of  these  arches  is  from  the  northwest  corner  to  the  south- 
east corner  of  the  avenue  and  Alabama  street. 

The  roadway  is  27  feet  wide  in  the  clear,  with  a  stone  wall  on  each  side  1£ 
feet  thick  and  6  feet  high,  making  the  width  from  out  to  out  30  feet.  There 
is  a  footway  on  each  side  formed  by  iron  girders  anchored  in  the  wall  and 
extending  out  5  feet,  with  two  courses  of  flooring  laid  so  as  to  break  joints. 

These  footways  will  be  separated  from  the  wagon  way  by  a  stone  wall,  and 
will  be  protected  by  a  substantial  iron  railing  on  the  outer  edge.  Near  the 
termination  of  the  arches  the  roadway  is  divided,  one  branch  running  along 
the  avenue  and  the  other  along  Alabama  street,  thus  making  two  approaches 
at  each  end.  Each  approach  will  be  formed  of  two  retaining  walls  of  stone, 
and  the  intervening  space  filled  with  earth,  All  the  roadways  to  be  paved 
as  an  ordinary  street  in  any  manner  desired. 

The  approaches  will  occupy  the  middle  of  the  street,  and  will  be  30  feet 
wide  from  out  to  out. 

Since  the  streets  are  90  feet  wide  there  will  be  left  a  strip  of  30  feet  on  each 
side.     This  is  divided  into  a  wagon  way  of  22  feet,  and  a  sidewalk  of  8  feet. 

There  are  no  footways  on  the  approaches.  The  footways  on  each  side  of 
the  viaduct  are  reached  by  means  of  stairways  near  the  end  of  the  arches. 

There  is  also  an  archway  30  feet  wide  under  each  approach  near  where  they 
divide. 

The  approaches  on  Virginia  avenue  have  a  rise  of  one  foot  in  twenty-five ; 
those  on  Alabama  street  have  a  rise  of  one  foot  in  twenty. 

This  plan  will  admit  of  any  one  passing  along  either  street,  or  from  one 
street  to  the  other,  either  on  the  present  grade  or  over  the  viaduct.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  motion  of  Councilman  Albershardt  to  locate  a  fire-alarm  box  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Market  and  Noble  streets,  beg  leave  to  report  favorably,  and  ask  that 
the  same.be  located  in  accordance  with  said  motion. 

.  After  a  consultation  with  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  your  committee  would 
also  recommend  that  fire-alarm  boxes  be  located  at  the  following  named 
places,  viz.,  at  the  corner  of  Mississippi  and  Wabash,  Maryland  and  Missouri 
and  Pennsylvania  and  Michigan  streets — the  said  points  being  much  in  need 
of  the  same.  Further,  that  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  be  authorized  to  pur- 
chase two  striking  apparatus  for  the  two  new  engine  houses  now  in  course  of 
construction.  It  will  be  remembered  by  the  members  of  the  Council  that  in 
the  estimate  of  expenses  for  the  present  year,  presented  to  them  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fire  Department,  that  it  contemplated  the  purchase  of  three,  yet 
we  believe  that  we  can  do  with  the  two,  and  use  the  means  that  a  third  one 
would  cost  towards  the  erecting  of  the  fire-alarm  boxes,  as  recommended  in 
this  report. 

We  also  offer  the  following  resolution  for  adoption  by  the  Council :

Moved,  That  the  Civil  Engineer  be  directed,  in  making  assessments  against 
property  owners  for  sewer  purposes,  to  omit  in  the  assessment  of  any  property 
which  has  been  previously  assessed  for  the  same  purposes. 

Two  questions  arise  upon  this  motion. 

1st.  Has  the  city  power  to  tax  a  lot  having  a  double  frontage  upon  both 
frontages  ? 

This  question  must,  I  think,  be  answered  in  the  affirmative.  In  Morrison 
v.  Hereshire,  32  Iowa  271,  it  is  decided  that  "  where  corner  lots  are  so  situ- 
ated that  the  streets  bounding  each  one  of  them  upon  its  end  and  side  are 
improved,  they  may  properly  be  doubly  assessed,  because  they  have  in  fact  a 
double  frontage." 

The  second  question  is,  whether  the  Common  Council  may  rightfully  relieve 
a  party  having  a  double  fxontage  from  an  assessment  laid  for  a  sewer  ? 

I  think,  under  the  provisions  of  the  charter,  the  Common  Council  may 
properly  relieve  one  thus  doubly  assessed  from  part  of  the  assessment  and 
order  the  payment  of  so  much  in  amount  as  may  be  released  out  of  the  gen- 
eral fund.     (Sec.  3,  sub.  sect.  43.) 

As  to  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  I  recommend: 

1st.  That  in  case  the  Common  Council  should  deem  it  proper  to  relieve 
from  assessments  made,  or  to  be  made,  under  ordinances  already  passed,  the 
estimate  should  follow  exactly  the  ordinance,  and  then  after  the  estimate  has 
been  made  the  order  (in  case  it  is  deemed  proper  to  make  one)  should  be 
entered  relieving  the  parties,  naming  them  and  specifying  amount  released. 

2d  Where  ordinances  have  not  yet  passed,  that  the  provision  for  relief  be 
inserted  in  the  ordinance.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Bridges,  to  whom  was  referred  the  claim 
of  August  Richter  for  building  arch  over  Pogue's  Run  on  Clifford  avenue, 
respectfully  report  that  we  have  examined  the  work  in  company  with  Engi- 
neer Dennis.  We  find  the  only  objection  made  by  the  City  Engineer  is  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  stone  were  laid,  claiming  ll  that  the  courses  should 
be  laid  at  right  angles  to  face  of  arch,  at  the  end,"  which  undoubtedly  would 
have  been  better  and  made  a  stronger  arch,  but  as  the  specifications  say  no- 
thing about  how  the  stone  was  to  be  laid,  and  in  our  opinion  the  work  other- 
wise is  well  done,  we  recommend  the  estimate  be  allowed,  requiring,  however, 
from  the  parties  an  indemnifying  bond  for  the  full  cost  of  the  work  ($2,500), 
so  that  if  it  should  in  any  way  give  way  inside  of  five  years  they  are  to  make 
good  the  damage  to  the  city.  We  herewith  present  their  bond  properly 
drawh  up  by  the  City  Attorney. 
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We  would  recommend  that  the  Council  instruct  the  Civil  Engineer  to  have 
drawn  plans  and  specifications,  full  and  complete  in  every  particular,  for  all 
work  of  this  kind  that  may  be  hereafter  ordered  by  the  Council ;  also,  com- 
plete drawings,  plans  and  specifications  for  iron  bridges,  showing  the  strength 
and  thickness  of  iron,  etc.,  and  the  quality  of  material  required;  and  that 
hereafter  no  contract  be  made  for  either  arches  or  bridges  unless  the  parties 
have  bid  according  to  said  plans ;  also,  that  the  Engineer  be  authorized  to 
procure  the  assistance  of  a  good,  competent  bridge  builder  to  assist  him  in 
perfecting  said  plans. 

We  have  also  examined  the  Delaware  street  viaduct  and  find  nothing  out 
of  fix  except  a  few  braces  on  top  that  have  been  been  bent  by  wagons  run- 
ning against  them.  We  recommend  that  the  Civil  Engineer  employ  some 
one  to  straighten  the  rods  and  tighten  any  screws  that  may  be  found  loose. 

.We  would  further  recommend  that  the  Street  Supervisor,  north,  be  author- 
ized to  immediately  fill  with  dirt  the  crossing  over  the  stone  arch  on  Clifford 
avenue.

The  Treasurer  estimates  that  of  the  taxes  of  1873  there  is  still  delinquent 
about  $70,000,  of  which  about  $40,000  is  good  and  collectable  by  the  1st  of 
April  next,  the  remainder  being  made  up  of  taxes  tied  up  by  suits,  now 
pending  in  the  Supreme  Court,  testing  the  legality  of  sewerage  taxes  and 
taxes  on  National  Bank  stocks. 

From  the  figures  here  presented,  the  Council  can  best  judge  whether  the 
policy  which  has  prevailed  for  five  years  past  of  carrying  over  large  indebt 
edness  from  year  to  year,  and  of  borrowing  either  for  a  long  time  or  tem- 
porarily means  to  keep  up  current  expenses,  should  be  continued. 

The  Treasurer,  it  is  believed,  will  be  able  to  collect  an  amount  of  money 
between  this  and  January  I,  1875,  which,  added  to  the  cash  on  hand  and  held 
in  reserve  for  thit  purpose  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  heavy  volume  of  inter- 
est maturing  at  that  date. 
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Under  instructions  from  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Treasurer  has  com- 
menced endorsing  all  orders,  without  distinction,  drawn  on  him,  and  these 
will  draw  six  per  cent,  interest  until  paid,  and  are  receivable  for  taxes.  The 
new  tax  duplicate  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  next  week,  and  it  is 
believed  that  considerable  taxes  will,  at  once,  be  collected  on  the  same.

Before  any  such  building  permit  shall  be  issued,  the  City  Clerk 
shall  require  the  applicant  for  such  permit  to  give  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of 
dollars,  payable  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  conditioned  that  the  said 
applicant,  in  the  placing  of  building  material  on  the  part  of  the  street  de- 
scribed in  his  building  permit,  or  in  excavating  any  part  of  the  street  or  side- 
walk, for  any  purpose  necessary  for  the  erection  or  repair  of  the  building  re- 
ferred to  in  such  permit,  shall  use  all  proper  skill  and  care,  that  he  will  pro- 
perly guard  and  protect  all  excavations  or  dangerous  places,  and  will  use  all 
due  and  proper  precaution  to  prevent  injury  to  any  person  or  persons  what- 
ever; that  he  will  omit  no  reasonable  precaution  which  will  tend  to  the  secu- 
rity of  all  persons ;  and  in  case  of  a  suit  for  damages  arising  from  his  omis- 
sion to  use  all  proper  skill  and  care  in  placing  materials  aforesaid,  or  to  guard 
and  protect  all  excavations  or  dangerous  places,  or  from  the  placing  of  ob- 
structions on  the  street,  that  he  will  hold  the  city  free  from  any  liaWlity  for 
such  damage. 

Sec.  3.  The  City  Clerk  shall  report  on  the  first  and  third  Monday  in  each 
month,  in  writing,  to  the  Street  Commissioner  a  statement  of  all  building 
permits  issued,  setting  forth  in  each  statement  the  name  of  the  applicant,  the 
portion  of  the  street  to  be  used  for  placing  building  material,  and  the  date  of 
expiration  of  the  permit.  And  such  Street  Commissioner  shall  file  his  com- 
plaint before  the  Mayor,  and  the  City  Attorney  shall  prosecute  all  parties  on 
such  complaint  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  such  permit, 
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or  of  the  amount  of  space  used  with  building  materials,  or  to  exercise  due 
diligence  to  prevent  unnecessary  obstruction  of  the  streets. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  occupying  any  street  with  building  materials,  without 
first  having  obtained  a  building  permit,  required  by  the  ordinances  of  this 
city,  or  who  shall  occupy  a  greater  amount  of  space  on  any  street  than  that 
described  in  such  permit,  or  shall  place  building  material  on  any  other  part 
of  any  street  than  that  described  in  his  building  permit,  shall,  on  conviction 
before  the  Mayor,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars; 
and  any  person  who  shall  allow  building  materials  to  be  left  on  any  street  for 
a  longer  period  than  that  mentioned  in  his  building  permit,  shall,  on  convic- 
tion before  the  Mayor,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

>Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and 
publication,  once  a  week,  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Daily 
^Evening  News.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  Select  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  charges  against  H.  N. 
Conklin,  Street  Supervisor,  north,  report : 

That  after  a  careful  investigation  and  examination  of  several  witnesses  they 
are  of  opinion  that  there  is  not  sufficient  evidence  going  to  show  corruption 
in  office  or  other  serious  malfeasance  to  justify  a  trial  before  the  Council. 

While  of  this^  opinion  your  committee  feel  it  a  duty  to  report  that  said  Conk- 
lin is  censurable  for  omitting  names  from  the  pay-roll  one  week,  and  placing 
them  on  the  pay-roll  of  a  subsequent  week,  without  an  explanation  of  that 
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fact  being  noted  thereon,  an  act  that  exhibited  carelessness  well  calculated 
to  lead  to  a  suspicion  of  fraud.  We  are  further  of  the  opinion  that  while  the 
evidence  went  to  show  that  Conklin  furnished  and  paid  for  the  lumber  that 
went  into  his  own  stable,  aud  that  the  lumber  for  which  the  city  paid  went 
into  a  tool  house  for  city  use,  it  is  not  altogether  clear  that  a  portion  of  the 
time  of  the  laborers  employed  by  the  city  was  not  used  in  building  a  portion 
of  the  stable  belonging  to  Conklin. 

The  time  so  taken,  and  the  amount  of  same  in  dollars  and  cents,  was  in- 
considerable, yet  the  habit  of  so  using  the  public  employes  is  reprehensible, 
and  should  be  discountenanced  by  the  Common  Council,  and  for  which  Conk- 
lin should  be  censured.  Your  committee  believe  that  a  wholesome  ordinance 
for  the  better  regulation  of  street  work,  and  the  government  of  City  officials 
and  their  employes,  and  fixing  the  pay  of  men  employed  by  the  Street  Su- 
pervisors, ought  to  be  passed  as  soon  as  one  can  be  prepared.

The  other  four  members  shall  be  elect- 
ed by  the  Common  Council  in  the  same  manner  the  members  of  the  Board 
are  now  elected. 

Sec.  3.  The  Common  Council  shall  elect  annually  one  member  of  the 
Board  of  Health  from  each  Sanitary  District  to  serve  for  one  year,  or  until 
his  successor  shall  be  elected.  Said  member  must  be  a  resident  of  the  dis- 
trict for  which  he  is  elected  and  serve  without  pecuniary  compensation. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  elect  annually  a  Health  Officer,  who 
shall  be  a  thorough  and  competent  physician,  to  serve  for  one  year.  Also  one 
physician  for  the  poor  from  each  Sanitary  District;  said  physician  must  re" 
side  and  have  his  office  in  the  district  for  which  he  is  elected. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Health,  with  the  Health  Officer,  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city,  and  shall  prescribe  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  City  Physicians  for  the  poor,  and  provide  plans  by 
which  the  poor  who  are  unable  to  purchase  medicines  may  obtain  them  when 
prescribed  by  the  City  Physicians  for  the  poor. 
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Sec.  6.  The  Health  Officer  shall  act  as  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  shall  render  to  the  Common  Council  weekly,  monthly  and  annual  reports 
of  the  proceedings  of  said  Board,  including  in  said  reports  a  statement  of  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  city,. mortality  reports,  etc.,  with  such  sanitary  sug- 
gestions as  he  may  deem  important  for  the  general  health. 

Sec.  7.  The  City  Physicians  for  the  poor  must,  when  called  on,  render  to 
the  poor  medical  services  fiee  of  charge,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Health  Officer. 

Sec.  8.      He  shall  receive  for  his  services  dollars  per  annum,  and  the 

City  Physicians  shall  each  receive  dollars  per  annum,  all  to  be  paid 

quarterly  from  the  City  Treasury.

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  your  honorable  body  as  Sexton  of  the  so- 
called  Greenlawn  Cemetery,  respectfully  requests  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  present  salary  and  compensation  is  entirely  insufficient  to  sup- 
port me  and  my  family,  therefore  I  most  respectfully  petition  your  honora- 
ble body  for  an  increase  of  salary.  As  it  stands  now,  I  find  that  I  get  on  the 
average  but  two  to  three  dollars  per  week  for  my  services  after  paying  $1.50 
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per  day  for  one  indispensable  assistant.  In  case  your  honorable  body  should 
not  feel  disposed  to  increase  the  salary  so  as  to  compensate  me  for  my  ser- 
vices, I  would  ask  you  to  release  me  from  the  duties  of  my  present  office,  and 
hope  you  will  accept  this  my  resignation  at  once. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  "the  fact  that  the  disgraceful  business  of 
"body  snatching,"  has  been  carried  on  to  an  alarming  extent  lately  on  this 
Cemetery,  and#I  am  entirely  powerless  to  prevent  it,  beyond  notifying  the 
proper  authorities  as  soon  as  a  case  comes  to  my  notice.  I  have  not  been 
able  to  do  anything,  and  have  the  perpetrators  in  no  case  yet  been  punished 
nor  even  found  out.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  ordinance  entitled  "  An  ordinance  to  dis- 
pense with  the  office  of  Street  Commissioner,"  and  respectfully  submit  the 
following  opinion  : 

The  provisions  of  the  charter  bearing  upon  the  questions  presented  by  this 
ordinance  are  as  follows:"  "The  City  Attorney,  Street  Commissioner  and 
Civil  Engineer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council,  provided  that  the 
Common  Council  may  dispense  with  the  Street  Commissioner  and  require 
the  Marshal  to  perform  his  duties."  (Section  8,  City  Charter.)  In  the  same 
section  it  is  provided  that  "  tne  City  Attorney,  Street  Commissioner  and  Civil 
Engineer  shall  hold  their  offices  two  years,  each  subject  to  removal  by  said 
Common  Council  at  their  pleasure." 

In  Kelso  v.  City  of  Madison,  32  Ind.  92,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State 
decided  "  the  Common  Council  of  a  city  incorporated  under  the  general  law 
for  the  incorporation  of  cities  may,  by  a  majority  vote  remove  and  dispense 
with  the  Street  Commissioner  and  require  the  Marshal  to  do  his  duties." 

This  must  be  regarded  as  decisive  of  the  question  involved,  and  as  fully 
declaring  the  powers  of  the  Common  Council  to  dispense  with  the  Street 
Commissioner.  In  the  case  cited  the  Street  Commissioner  was  elected  in 
May,  1867,  and  removed  in  June,  1868,  and  he  brought  suit  in  November, 
1868,  and  claimed  the  salary  provided,  from  June,  1868,  the  time  of  his  remo- 
val, until  November,  1868,  but  the  Court  held  he  was  not  entitled  to  recover 
such  salary. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  the  Common  Council  may,  at  any  time  dis- 
pense with  the  Street  Commissioner  and  require  the  Marshal  to  perform  the 
duties  of  that  office  as  prescribed  by  law.

— 1  have  examined  the  ordinance  concerning  the  issuing  of  build- 
ing permits 

In  the  32d  subdivision  of  section  53  of  our  charter,  it  is  provided  that  the 
Common  Council  may  provide  for  the  taking  "of  bonds  from  all  persons  to 
whom  any  permit  is  granted,  or  with  whom  the  city  shall  contract  for  any 
improvement  liable  to  endanger  persons  or  property  a  bond  with  sufficient 
sureties  conditioned  that  the  owners  or  contractors  yhall  pay  all  damages  that 
may  be  sustained  by  any  person  or  persons  by  reason  of  any  carelessness  or 
negligence  in  the  manner  of  making  such  improvement,  and  property  from 
injuries  thereby."  The  18th  subdivision  of  the  same  section  provides  that 
the  Common  Council  shall  have  power  "  to  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets? 
sidewalks,  or  crossings,  with  vehicles,  or  any  other  substance,  or  materials 
whatever,  interfering  with  the  free  use  of  the  same."  The  Gist  section  pro- 
vides that  the  Common  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  over  the  streets 
and  alleys  of  the  city. 

Under  these  provisions  I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  power  of 
the  Council  to  enact  and  enforce  the  ordinance.  I  have  added  an  amend- 
ment so  as  to  make  the  penalty  of  the  ordinance  apply  to  those  who  wrong- 
fully neglect  to  use  proper  care  to  protect  the  public  from  injury.  In  my 
judgment  the  ordinance  is  not  only  a' valid  one  but  is  also  a  much  needed 
and  wholesome  one.

"  Yes.  Ralston's  forehead  inclined  back — this  was  said  at  them  times  to 
be  a  sign  of  knowledge." 

M.r.  C.  F.  Darnell  has  read  the  above  statement  to  me  and  it  is  correct.

Whereas  the  City  Solicitor  did  on  the  25fch  day  of  November,  1872,  report 
to  the  Common  Council  as  follows  : 

"  Gentlemen  : — I  have  examined  the  matter  of  the  vacation  of  streets  and 
alleys  in  Drake's  addition  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  respectfully  submit 
the  following  opinion . 

"In  April,  1852,  James  P.  Drake  laid  out  an  addition  to  the  city  of  Indian, 
apolis  and  recorded  a  plat  on  which  are  shown  divers  streets  and  alleys 
The  making  and  recording  of  this  plat  was  a  dedication  to  the  public  of  these 
streets  and  alleys  therein  described,  the  sale  of  any  lots  in  the  addition  with 
reference  to  such  plat  would  render  the  dedication  irrevocable. 

"Indeed  the  law  is,  that  one  purchasing  lots  sold  with  reference  to  such 
plats,  has  a  right  to  require  that  all  streets  remain  public  which  were  marked 
on  the  plat. 
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"The  only  act,  and  it  may  well  be  doubted  whether  that  applies  to  addi-* 
tions  made  to  cities,  upon  the  subject  of  vacating  streets  and  alleys  in  addi- 
tions laid  out  to  cities,  is  that  found  on  page  632  of  Kevised  Statutes. 

"That  act  provides  that  vacations  shall  be  made  only  upon  petition  and  no- 
tice. The  act  requires  the  petition  to  give  a  distinct  description  of  the 
property  to  be  vacated,  and  the  name  of  the  persons  to  be  effected  thereby. 
The  authorities  cited  show  that  all  persons  buying  lots  in  the  addition  have  a 
Tight  to  insist  that  all  streets  and  alleys  marked  on  the  plat  be  kept  open, 
and  all  such  persons  are  therefore  effected  by  the  vacation. 

"The  act  also  provides  that  petition  shall  be  filed  with  the  County  Auditor, 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  sitting  of  the  Board,  and  notice  of  the  pendency  of 
said  petition  shall  be  given  for  the  same  space  of  time.  The  language  of  the 
statute,  it  will  be  observed,  is  somewhat  obscure ;  it  provides  that  the  petition 
shall  be  filed  thirty  days  before  the  sitting  of  the  Board,  and  that  notice 
shall  be  given  for  the  same  space  of  time.  A  literal  construction  of  this 
statute  would  require  publication  for  each  of  the  thirty  judicial  days;  but  I 
think  it  may  be  held  to  mean  once  for  each  week  contained  in  that  period 
of  thirty  days,  and  certainly  this  is  as  liberal  a  construction  as  a  party  asking 
■a  vacation  could  insist  upon.  If  the  case  of  Shipely  v.  Mitchel,  reported  in 
7th  Blackford,  be  applicable,  and  I  think  it  is,  the  publication  must  be  com- 
plete, full  thirty  days  prior  to  the  sitting  of  the  Commissioners.  In  the  case 
cited,  the  statute  provided  that  the  publication  should  be  made  thirty  days 
before  the  first  day  of  the  term,  and  it  was  held  that  all  the  publications  re- 
quired must  have  been  fully  made  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  first  day  of 
tlie  term. 

"  If  this  be  the  correct  interpretation,  then  there  must  be  sixty  days  notice^ 
for  the  publication  must  be  complete  thirty  days  before  the  commencement 
of  the  session,  and  the  publication  itself  must  be  for  the  space  of  thirty  days- 
In  any  event,  the  law  cannot  be  held  to  have  been  complied  with  when  but 
one  publication  is  made. 

"The  person  through  whose  land  the  street  may  run,  cannot,  I  think,  be  re- 
garded as  the  only  person  interested,  or  rather  effected,  by  the  vacation.  Such 
a  construction  would  lead  to  the  absurdity  of  requiring  a  man  to  give  himself 
notice;  not  only  this,  but  the  land  occupied  by  the  street  reverts  to  the  inter- 
ested party,  and  he  is  thus  securing  for  himself  property,  and  giving  notice 
only  to  himself.  It  is  evident  the  Legislature  intended  no  such  thing  as 
this. 

<!  Another  section  of  the  statute  provides  that  where  all  the  lots  are  owned 
by  one  person,  he  may  vacate  upon  notice.  So  if  notice  be  required  in  such 
a  case,  the  plain  inference  is,  that  parties  who  have  bought  lots  are  effected 
by  vacation,  because  two  distinct  classes  of  cases  are  provided  for. 

"  The  proceedings  in  the  cases  where  vacations  have  been  made  in  Drake's 
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addition,  the  publications  or  petitions,  orboth,  are  defective.  In  one  of  the 
cases  —  Third  street  —  the  proceedings  were  had  at  a  special  session  of  the 
Commissioners.  The  law  providing  for  special  sessions  requires  but  six  days 
notice,  and  certainly  a  law  requiring  thirty  days  notice  cannot  be  held  to- 
mean  thirty  days  before  a  session  which  can  be  called  upon  six  days  notice. 
It  means,  evidently,  thirty  days  before  a  regular  session.  The  proceedings 
at  the  special  session  were  therefore  void. 

"  There  are  a  great  many  vexatious  questions  in  this  matter,  but  I  think  it 
unnecessary  to  report  upon  them,  for  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  because  of  the 
radical  defects  in  the  petitions  and  notices,  that  the  proceedings  for  vacations- 
are  invalid,  and  that  the  streets  and  alleys  attempted  to  be  vacated  have  not 
lost  their  character  as  such.  Respectfully,

Gentlemen  : — In  the  case  of  J.  George  Stilz  v.  The  C'.ty,  the  Supreme  Court 
have  affirmed  the  decision  of  our  Superior  Court,  holding  that  shares  of  Na* 
tional  Bank  stocks  are  subject  to  municipal  taxation,  and  that  they  may  be 
taxed  for  the  year  1873. 

The  amount  assessed  upon  such  shares,  as  shown  by  our  tax  duplicate,  is, 
with  penalty  added,  thirty-five  thousand  five  hundred  and  three  dollars  and 
eighty-two  cents. 

The  appellant  may  prosecute  his  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  but  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  as  to  the  result — the  question 
having  been  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  same 
manner  as  by  our  State  courts.

Gentlemen: — 1  would  respectfully  ask  that  your  honorable  body  take  some 
steps  by  which  I,  as  Gas  Inspector,  will  have  more  control  over  the  lighting 
and  extinguishing  of  the  public  lamps.  Under  the  present  system  of  light" 
ing  by  contract  I  have  too  much  responsibility  and  entirely  too  little  con- 
trol. If  a  complaint  comes  to  my  office  that  a  lamp  is  out  of  order,  I  give 
directions  to  the  contractor  to  fix  it,  and  there  ends  all  the  control  T  have 
over  it.  If  the  work  is  done,  well  and  good,  if  not,  some  one  rushes  to  the 
papers  with  the  hue  and  cry  that  the  Gas  Inspector  is  in  league  with  the  Gas 
Company  and  is  neglecting  his  business  for  that  reason.  I  desire  to  do  my 
duty  in  all  things  and  at  all  times,  but  my  hands  are  tied  till  your  honorable 
body  loosen  them  by  giving  me  the  control  I  ought  to  have,  in  order  to  do 
my  whole  duty. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  a  room  or  shop  be  procured  for  my  headquar- 
ters.    My  reasons  for  asking  this  are  many,  among  which  are  the  following: 

Cold  weather  has  set  in  and  the  lamps  are  frozen,  this  necessitates  the  use 
of  alcohol  to  thaw  them,  and  in  order  to  do  this  properly  my  office  ought  to 
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be  open  day  and  night,  so  that  I  can  receive  complaints  and  give  out  orders 
and  material  concerning  them. 

Another  reason  is,  that  the  gas  pipes  leading  to  my  office  are  entirely  too 
small  for  the  tests  I  ought  to  make,  being  only  three-eighths  in  size  where 
they  ought  to  be  at  least  three-quarters;  and  also  there  is  plenty  of  work 
that  I  can  do,  and  ought  to  do  in  a  shop,  which  cannot  well  be  done  in  the 
City  Hall.  Hoping  this  will  receive  your  earnest  consideration,  I  respectfully 
submit  it  to  you.

Gentlemen : — An  ordinance  was  passed  some  time  since  to  grade  and  gravel 
Michigan  street  from  Fall  Creek  to  the  River.  On  account  of  the  opposition 
of  the  property  owners  the  improvement  was  not  made.  They  objected  to 
the  grade  which  I  fixed,  complaining  that  it  was  too  high,  requiring  too  much 
embankment  and  making  the  improvement  cost  too  much. 

It  was  then  proposed  to  lower  the  grade  and  make  a  street  that  would  an- 
swer the  purpose  for  the  present.  Bids  were  received  and  the  contract  was 
awarded. 

I  understand  that  the  contractor  desires  to  be  released.  If  so  the  contract 
should  be  canceled,  and  the  city  thereby  released  from  all  liability  for  dam- 
ages on  account  of  a  change  of  grade  which  may  be  necessary  hereafter. 

If  the  owners  desire  permission  to  do  the  work  themselves  the  permit 
should  be  so  worded  that  the  city  would  not  be  responsible  for  the  grade  of 
the  grade  of  the  street. 

A  permit  was  granted  to  Wright  and  Elliott  June  1,  1874,  to  grade  and 
gravel  Michigan  street  from  Grove  street  to  Fall  Creek.  These  parties  desire 
to  lower  the  grade  between  the  Mill  Race  and  the  Creek.  As  no  work  has 
been  done  on  this  part  of  the  street  it  would  be  well  to  recall  the  permit  and 
grant  another,  similar  to  the  one  mentioned  above. 

I  present  a  profile  of  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  Railroad  track  from  Washington  street 
to  Michigan  street,  showing  how  much  the  track  must  be  lowered  to  conform 
to  the  grade  of  the  street.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — In  reference  to  the  matter  of  lowering  the  tracks  of  the  I.,  C. 
&  L.  R.  R.  Co.,  I  submit  the  following: 

Some  months  ago  I  submitted  a  communication  informing  your  honorable 
body  that  the  injunction  which  prevented  proceedings  to  lower  the  track  of 
the  said  railroad  company  had  been  dissolved.  In  that  communication  I  alsa 
stated  that  the  matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Civil  Engineer  to  take  pro- 
per levels,  and  when  taken  the  Marshal  should  notify  the  company  thereof. 
In  order  that  the  proceeding  should  be  effective  I  thought  it  necessary  that 
a  proper  plat  or  profile  should  be  prepared  and  with  the  notice  served  upon 
the  company,  and  so  notified  the  Civil  Engineer.  When  this  plat  or  profile 
is  submitted  it  should  be  approved  by  the  Common  Council,  and  a  copy  there- 
of, with  notice  to  lower  the  track  to  conform  thereto,  be  served  upon  the  com- 
pany. When  this  shall  have  been  done  two  courses  will  be  open  to  the  Coun- 
cil— 

1st.  To  order  the  Marshal  or  Street  Commissioner,  upon  failure  of  the 
company  to  lower  the  tracks,  to  do  so. 

2d.  To  serve  the  proper  notice  and  apply  to  the  Court  for  mandate  to  com- 
pel the  lowering  of  the  tracks. 

The  latter  course  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  better  one,  and  for  these  among 
other  reasons : 
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(1.)  In  case  the  work  should  not  be  done  properly  by  the  city's  employes, 
the  city  might  be  made  liable  for  damages. 

(2.)  In  case  some  proper  precaution  should  be  omitted  by  the  city's  em- 
ployes an  action  might  lie  against  the  city. 

(3.)  In  case  trains,  especially  mail  or  freight  trains,  should  be  improperly 
iterfered  with,  there  might  be  a  liability  to  an  action. 

If  the  city  should  herself  undertake  the  work  she  would  be  held  to  dili- 
gence, skill  and  care,  and  in  such  a  case  it  would  be  no  easy  matter  to  deter- 
mine just  what  degree. 

If  the  city  proceed  by  mandate  and  secure  a  judgment  in  her  favor,  there 
can  be  no  possible  liability  for  damages,  for,  in  such  a  case,  the  strong  arm 
of  the  law  would  compel  the  railroad  company  to  do  its  duty,  and  obey  the 
order  of  the  Court. 

The  only  objection  that  can  be  urged  against  the  latter  course  is  that  it 
may  delay  the  lowering  of  the  tracks,  although  this  is  not  certain,  for  should 
the  company  obtain  an  injunction,  the  delay  would  be  fully  as  great  as  it 
would  be  in  case  the  city  proceeded  by  mandamus.  The  course  by  mandate 
is,  at  all  events,  the  surer  and  safer.

Gentlemen : — In  the  motion  introduced  by  Mr.  Darnell  two  questions  are 
presented. 

First.  Has  the  Gas  Company  power  to  require  a  consumer  to  deposit  mo- 
ney to  secure  payment  for  gas  furnished  ? 

This  question  was  some  time  ago  considered  by  a  special  committee  of  your 
honorable  body  and  myself,  and  answered  in  the  affirmative.  Upon  mature 
reflection  I  think  the  answer  then  given  correct.  The  Gas  Company  has  the 
same  power  to  secure  itself  against  loss,  except  where  restricted  by  some  pro- 
vision of  law  or  ordinance,  as  an  individual,  and  an  individual  who  agrees  to 
furnish  any  article  may,  before  doing  so,  require  security  in  the  shape  of  a 
deposit  or  otherwise. 

The  second  question  is :  Has  the  Company  in  cases  where  an  outgoing 
tenant  has  failed  to  pay  his  bill  for  gas  furnished,  a  right  to  refuse  to  supply 
gas  upon  proper  demand  to  a  succeeding  tenant? 
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In  answer  to  this  question  I  say  no.  The  duty  imposed  upon  the  Company 
by  its  charter  and  the  city  ordinance,  is  to  furnish,  or  supply,  gas  to  all  citi- 
zens who  make  proper  application  therefor.  The  company  was  created  by 
the  Legislature  for  the  purpose,  as  the  charter  recited,  "  of  manufacturing 
and  selling  gas  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  city  of  Indianapolis  or  streets 
thereof,  and  any  buildings,  manufactories,  public  places  or  houses  therein 
contained."  In  the  ordinance  granting  the  company  a  right  to  use  the  streets 
of  the  city  and  to  supply  gas,  it  is  provided  that  the  company  shall  furnish 
gas  to  the  city  and  its  inhabitants  at  a  specified  price.  In  this  ordinance  it 
is  also  provided  that  the  company  may  use  the  streets  for  laying  down  pipes 
"for  the  conveyance  of  gas  in  and  through  the  said  city,  for  the  use  of  said 
city  and  its  inhabitants."  Under  these  provisions  it  seems  clear  to  me  that  the 
company  is  bound  to  supply  gas  to  all  inhabitants  who  make  proper  applica- 
tion therefor.  The  incoming  tenant  being  in  no  privity  with  the  outgoing  ten- 
ant should  not  be,  and  is  not  in  law,  bound  by  the  act  of  the  outgoing  tenant. 
The  utmost  that  can  be  claimed,  rightfully,  by  the  company  is  that  the  appli- 
cant shall  secure  the  company  from  loss  in  supplying  gas  to  him,  and  is  not 
bound  to  make  good  losses  happening  through  the  act  of  another.  The  com- 
pany has  no  power  to  secure  the  debt  due  from  another  by  denying  the  rights 
secured  to  the  applicant  by  the  law  and  the  ordinances.  The  company  has 
just  the  same  remedies  to  secure  an  existing  indebtedness  as  an  individual, 
but  no  other.  The  rights  of  the  applicant  under  the  charter  and  ordinance 
are  clear,  and  so  also  is  the  duty  undertaken  by  the  company,  and  the  right 
cannot  justly  be  denied  nor  the  duty  evaded,  because  some  prior  tenant  has 
left  an  unpaid  gas  bill.

Indianapolis,  Feb.  1,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — During  the  last  week  four  cases  have  been  ruled  in  favor  of 
the  city,  viz.: 

1st.  The  case  of  Ten  Eyck  vs.  The  City,  which  was  an  action  for  damages 
sustained  from  an  overflow.  The  Court  sustained  the  City's  demurrer  to  the 
plaintiff's  evidence,  the  principal  point  involved  being,  that  the  city  is  not 
liable  for  failing  to  provide  drainage,  but  is  only  liable  where  she  undertakes 
to  do  so  and  does  the  work  negligently; 

2d.  Eoll  vs.  The  City,  for  damages  occasioned  by  the  backing  of  water 
from  South  Illinois  street  sewer  into  the  cellar  of  plaintiff.  In  this  case  the 
Court  held  that  the  provision  of  the  ordinance  providing  that  the  city  should 
not  be  liable  for  injuries  occurring  to  individuals  who  tapped  public  sewers 
for  the  benefit  of  private  premises  was  valid,  and  protected  the  city  from  lia- 
bility. 

3d.  The  case  of  Roll  and  Morris  vs.  The  City,  was  to  abate  the  catch-basins 
on  Illinois  street  sewer  as  a  nuisance,  and  turned  upon  the  same  point  as  Roll 
vs.  City. 

4th.  The  case  of  Minna  Jasper  vs.  The  City,  an  action  to  compel  the  City 
to  pay  off  a  judgment  lien  on  property  which  was  appropriated  for  Green  st. 
The  Court  held  that  the  statute  requires  only  owners  to  be  notified,  and  that 
judgment  creditors  are  not  to  be  treated  or  considered  as  owners.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — In  obedience  to  your  instructions  I  have  examined  the  ques- 
tion as  to  the  ownership  of  that  part  of  Missouri  street  claimed  by  the  Water 
Works  Company  and  its  grantees. 
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If  the  question  had  been  involved  in  the  case  of  Burkhardt  vs.  Tne  Water 
Works  Company,  4  Ind.  364,  I  should  be  compelled,  under  the  force  of  that 
case,  to  say  that  a  title  in  fee  simple  passed  to  the  Water  Works  Company 
and  its  grantees.  A  careful  consideration  has  inclined  me  to  the  opinion  that 
the  two  cases  are  radically  and  essentially  different.  In  the  Burkhardt  case 
the  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  State  acquired  and  transmitted  to  her  gran- 
tees an  absolute  title  in  fee  simple,  and  if  this  rule  should  be  held  to  apply 
to  the  case  of  Missouri  street,  it  would,  of  course,  decide  the  question  ad- 
versely to  the  City's  claim.     It  does  not,  however,  I  think,  apply. 

In  the  Burkhardt  case  an  agreed  state  of  facts  was  submitted,  and  on  this 
rests  the  entire  decision.  Among  other  facts  agreed  upon  in  that  case  was 
this.  The  real  estate  in  the  controversy  was  appropriated,  damages  assessed, 
paid  to  the  owner,  and  by  him  received  in  1839,  and  that  the  proceedings  of 
the  condemnation  was  in  accordance  with  the  law  upon  the  subject.  This  is 
the  important  element  in  that  case,  and  is  the  one  upon  which  the  decision 
hinges,  and  herein  is  the  difference  between  that  case  and  the  one  now  un- 
der consideration ;  in  the  present  case  no  condemnation  was  ever  made,  no 
damages  paid  either  to  the  city  or  any  citizen,  nor  do  I  find  any  law  expressly 
authorizing  the  seizure  of  the  street.  Missouri  street  was  never,  so  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  ascertain,  condemned,  but  the  city  tacitly  allowed  the  State 
to  take  possession.  The  question,  therefore,  is,  in  the  present  case,  not  what 
rights  the  State  might  have  acquired,  had  there  been  legal  proceedings  to 
condemn,  and  had  damages  been  assessed  and  paid  ?  but,  what  rights  did  she 
acquire  through  the  tacit  acquiescence  of  the  city  and  her  citizens  ? 

Assuming,  therefore,  (what  I  believe  to  be  true)  that  no  legal  appropriation 
of  Missouri  street  was  ever  made,  the  inquiry  is,  what  are  the  rights  of  the 
parties  ?  The  Burkhardt  case  goes  as  far  certainly,  as  any  reported  case,  but 
that  case,  as  I  understand  it,  goes  no  farther  than  to  hold  that  where  lands 
were  legally  condemned  and  damages  paid,  under  acts  of  1835  and  1836,  the 
State  acquired  a  fee  simple.  In  the  present  case  the  interested  parties  pas- 
sively allowed  the  lands  to  be  used  and  occupied,  and  I  think,  are  not  held 
to  have  granted  a  more  extensive  right  than  that  which  was  first  asserted, 
and  under  which  the  original  entry  was  made.  The  right  then  asserted  was 
to  use  the  street  for  the  purpose  of  a  Canal,  and  it  was  in  thss  claim  that  the 
city  and  adjacent  property  owners  acquiesced.  The  right  to  thus  use  the  land 
would  be  an  easement,  and  could  not  attain  to  the  force  and  dignity  of  a  fee 
simple,  unless  under  some  legal  procedure  plainly  and  duly  authorized  by  law. 
The  acts  of  the  city  and  adjacent  proprietors  was,  I  think,  in  legal  effect,  a 
license  and  nothing  more.  This  license  allowed  the  street  to  be  used  for  Ca- 
nal purposes,  and  for  no  other.  When  the  land  or  street  ceased  to  be  used 
for  the  purposed  authorized  by  this  tacit  license,  it  reverted  to  the  orinal  pro- 
prietors. 
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If  the  right  to  use  the  street  was  conferred  by  license,  or  was  a  mere  ease- 
ment, then  the  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  &  Lafayette  Railroad  Company  could 
have  acquired  by  purchase  from  the  Water  Works  Company  no  valid  title. 
The  Railroad  Company  could  take  no  title,  because  its  corporate  powers  are 
not  broad  enough  to  enable  it  to  hold  real  estate  for  Canal  purposes.  Nor 
where  an  easement  exists  in  one  estate  will  it  survive  the  severance  of  the 
two  estates  which  exist  in  all  easements.  When  the  Water  Works  Company 
conveyed  to  the  Railroad  Company  a  part  of  the  channel  of  the  Canal  it  was 
a  severance,  and  as  such  put  an  end  to  the  easement  upon  the  part  conveyed. 
Nor  can  a  long  use  or  occupancy  under  claim  of  an  easement  give  a  title  to 
the  land,  but,  in  the  language  of  a  late  writer,  "  long  enjoyment  of  an  ease- 
ment will  establish  a  right  to  an  easement,  but  not  to  the  land  itself."  (Wash- 
burn Ease.,  p.  240.) 

There  are  other  questions  involved,  but  it  would  make  this  communication 
unnecessarily  lengthy  to  discuss  them.  There  is,  however,  one  other  question 
to  which  it  may  be  proper  to  refer.  In  Haynes  vs.  Thomas,  7  Ind.  38,  the 
Supreme  Court  say  "  The  right  of  an  adjacent  property  owner  to  a  street  up- 
on which  his  lot  abuts,  is  as  much  property  as  the  lot  itself,  and  the  legisla- 
ture has  as  little  power  to  take  one  as  the  other."  The  legislature,  under  the 
law  as  declared  in  the  case  cited,  could  only  authorize  the  taking  of  the  street 
upon  compensation  assessed  and  (under  the  Constitution  of  1816)  secured  to 
the  property  owner.  As  there  was  no  legal  condemnation,  the  rights  of  the 
property  owners  on  Missouri  street  were  never  destroyed,  but  only  lessened 
to  the  extent  of  their  tacit  acquiescence  in  the  occupancy  of  the  street  for 
Canal  purposes.  This  acquiesence  gave  the  Canal  Company  and  its  grantees 
no  authority  to  use  the  street  for  any  other  than  canal  purposes,  nor  did  it 
invest  them  with  any  title  to  the  land  itself. 

The  question  is  not,  perhaps,  free  from  difficulty.  The  Supreme  Court  had 
in  two  cases,  at  least,  held  that  no  fee  simple  title  was  acquired,  but  these 
-cases  the  present  Supreme  Court  had  overruled,  and  where  learned  Courts 
with  full  arguments  have  so  widely  differed  in  opinion,  it  may  well  be  that 
one  without  the  advantage  of  arguments  from  either  side  may  be  in  error. 
My  conclusion,  after  diligent  investigation  is :  That  the  right  of  the  city  to 
Missouri  street  has  never  been  entirely  divested ;  that  the  right  to  use  the 
street  for  Canal  purposes  did  not  convey  any  title  to  the  land^itself ;  that  it 
gave  the  Canal  Company  and  its  successors  no  power  to  transfer  or  convey  the 
land  for  railroad  purposes,  and  that  the  present  claimant,  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany, cannot  hold  land  for  any  other  than  corporate  purposes,  and  cannot, 
therefore,  hold  Missouri  street.

Gentlemen: — In  regard  to  the  accidents  at  Pogue's  Run  and  Washington  st., 
and  the  non-lighting  of  the  gas-lamp  at  that  point,  I  would  say  that  on  the 
night  of  the  first  accident  the  lamp  was  frozen  up  and  could  not  be  lighted, 
so  also  on  the  night  of  the  second  accident,  but  as  it  was  after  the  hour  of 
extinguishing,  the  non-lighting  of  the  lamp  cannot  be  blamed  for  the  last 
one. 

I  would  also  state  that  many  lamps  in  the  city  are  frozen,  which  accounts 
for  the  number  not  lit.  I  am  using  every  endeavor  to  get  them  in  burning 
order  again,  but  it  will  require  some  time  to  thaw  them. 

I  would  also  state  that  as  I  have  had  to  be  out  night  and  day  for  the  last 
month,  1  had  to  hire  a  man  to  help  me,  and  I  herewith  present  a  bill  for  such 
help,  and  ask  that  it  may  be  inserted  in  the  appropriation  ordinance  to-night.

Gentlemen  : — Some  time  since  a  communication  from  the  Builders  and  Man- 
ufacturers Association  was  referred  to  me : 

Two  questions  are  involved  in  the  reference : 

First.  Has  the  Common  Council  power  to  refund  the  taxes  claimed  to  have 
been  erroneously  assessed  ?  In  answer  I  submit  that  the  Council  have  pow- 
er, if  they  should  deem  it  just,  to  refund  the  taxes  claimed  to  have  been  er- 
roneously paid;  the  refunding  of  the  alleged  erroneous  tax  is  a  matter  with- 
in the  discretionary  powers  of  the  Common  Council. 

Second.  Can  the  Common  Council  be  compelled  to  refund  the  taxes  al- 
leged to  have  been  erroneously  assessed  and  paid  ?  I  am  quite  clear  that  the 
Council  are  not  legally  bound  to  refund,  and  the  petitioners  could  not  reco- 
ver in  an  action  against  the  city ;  there  is  no  legal  obligation  resting  upon 
the  city  to  repay  the  taxes  claimed.  (Rhoads  vs.  Cushman,  Aud.,  45  Ind.  85.)

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — I  have  examined  the  ordinance  referred  to  me,  entitled  "  An 
ordinance  relative  to  the  powers  of  the  Chief  of  Police." 

The  charter  empowers  the  Common  Council  "  to  establish  and  regulate  the 
police  of  the  city,  and  provides  that  the  Common  Council  may,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, authorize  the  Mayor  or  Board  of  Police  to  make  appointments  and 
removals,"  (sub.  8,  §  53  of  City  Charter.)  This  provision  is,  I  think,  sufficient 
to  authorize  the  Common  Council  to  make  regulations  concerning  the  Police 
Force,  and  to  establish  rules  for  its  control.  These  rules,  however,  must  be 
in  harmony  with  other  provisions  of  the  charter,  and  there  are  some  of 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  that  contravene  the  provisions  of  the 
29th    section    of   the    ordinance.     This    section    provides    that   "the   City 
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Marsha]  shall  be  the  chief  ministerial  officer  of  the.  city,"  and  that  he  shall 
have  "authority  to  call  to  his  aid  the  power  of  the  city."'  This  last  clause  is 
infringed  by  the  ordinance  under  consideration.  In  my  judgment  the  Com- 
mon Council  has  power  to  provide  generally  that  in  ordinary  cases  the  Mar- 
shal, when  he  requires  the  assistance  of  members  of  the  police  force,  shall 
apply  to  and  obtain  the  assistance  of  such  policemen  through  the  order  of 
the  Chief  of  Police.  The  ordinance  is,  1  think,  too  broad,  because  it  em- 
braces all  cases,  whereas  it  should  not  require  the  Marshal  to  apply  to  the 
Chief  in  cases  of  emergency  requiring  immediate  action.  The  charter  is  the 
organic  law  of  the  city,  and  no  ordinance  can  be  valid  which  is  in  conflict 
with  its  provisions.  The  powers  expressly  conferred  by  the  charter  upon  the 
Marshal  is  that  he  shall  have  authority  to  "  call  to  his  aid  the  power  of  the 
city."  Whenever,  therefore,  there  is  an  immediate  necessity  for  calling  upon 
the  power  of  the  city,  I  think  the  Marshal  not  bound  to  consult  first  the  Chief 
of  Police,  if  that  will  embarrass  him  in  the  performance  of  his  official  du- 
ties. 

In  ordinary  cases,  where  there  is  time  for  consultation  and  no  immediate 
action  is  required,  I  think  the  Marshal  may  be  required  to  consult  and  ask 
through  the  Chief  of  Police  the  required  assistance.  The  Chief  of  Police  is 
the  officer  directly  in  command  of  the  patrolmen,  and  is  the  only  officer  who 
can,  ordinarily,  station  and  assign  to  them  their  duties,  and  the  Marshal 
would  have  no  authority,  as  a  general  rule,  to  interfere  with  the  commands 
of  the  Chief. 

I  therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  .the  ordinance  be  amended  so  as  not  to 
abridge  the  chartered  power  and  authority  of  the  Marshal,  by  inserting  a 
provision  applicable  to  cases  of  emergency  where  it  is  necessary  to  "  call  the 
power  of  the  city."

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Whereupon,  she  asks  your  honors  to  investigate  the  matter,  and  allow  her 
to  introduce  evidence  as  to  the  extent  of  her  injury,  and  allow  her  to  be 
represented  upon  said  investigation  by  her  council,  as  she  believes  the  mat- 
ter can  be  adjusted  in  this  way  at  a  less  expense  to  both  parties,  than  by  suit 
in  Court,  and  she  prays  your  honors  to  allow  her  such  sum  as  may  be  proper 
and  right  in  the  premises.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and 
Coke  Company  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  statement: 

The  Committee  on  Claims  deducted  from  the  gas  company's  bill,  for  the 
month  of  January,  the  sum  of  $300,  on  account  of  public  lamps  not  burned 
during  a  part  of  said  month.  Now,  while  it  is  true  that  some  of  the  lamps 
were  not  lighted  nor  kept  burning  (as  is  always  the  case  in  extreme  cold 
weather,  owing  to  the  hoar  frost  forming  in  some  of  the  upright  service-pipes 
supplying  the  lamps).  It  is  also  true  that  the  obstruction  at  first  is  very 
slight,  and  could  be  removed  at  once  if  the  lamp-lighters  would  use  two 
ounces  of  alcohol;  but  if  let  run,  the  obstructions  becomes  so  permanent  as 
to  require  more  alcohol  and  time  to  put  them  in  order.  As  to  the  precise 
number  of  lamps  not  lighted,  or  the  hours  not  burned,  could  have  been  but 
a  matter  of  guess-work  on  the  part  of  the  committee. 

As  an  offset  to  the  reduction  made  by  the  committee,  the  Directors  would 
respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  ever  since  the  lighting  and 
extinguishing  of  the  public  lamps ^ias  reverted  to  the  city,  the  company  has 
been  subjected  to  losses  in  various  ways.  The  lamp-lighters  at  times  have 
left  the  lamps  burning  during  the  day-time,  and  some  for  days  in  succession. 
Again,  many  lamps  are  not  extinguished  according  to  the  time  table,  etc. 
The  gas  company  have  in  no  case  brought  charges  anainst  the  city,  nor  de- 
manded payment  for  such  wanton  waste.  Hence,  the  Directors  appeal  to 
your  honorable  body  that  for  the  reasons  stated  the  reduction  ought  not  to 
be  made.

And  report  that  in  our  opinion  that  there  is  more  money  expended  than 
is  actually  necessary,  and  that  the  motion  passed  last  year  ordering  the  Gas 
Inspector  whenever  a  globe  is  broken  on  a  round  lamp  frame  to  take  off  the 
said  frame  and  put  on  a  new  frame  of  the  square  pattern  in  lieu  thereof, 
should  be  modified  to  read  only  in  exposed  neighborhoods  infested  with  bad 
boys,  who  are  in  the  habit  of  destroying  the  globes  in  the  city  gas  lamps,  from 
the  fact  that  we  are  satisfied  that  a  globe  will  last  many  years  in  any  thickly 
settled  neighborhood,  and  would  recommend  that  the  City  Gas  Inspector  use 
his  best  endeavors  to  economise  in  his  department,  and  where  there  is  a  great 
amount  of  breakage  of  street  lamps,  in  any  locality,  by  vicious  persons,  the 
lamps  should  be  left  unlighted  until  the  guilty  persons  damaging  the  same 
are  brought  to  justice  and  punished.

Gentlemen: — Your  committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
papers,  would  offer  the  following  report : 

A  petition  of  Charles  G.  H.  Balls,  in  which  he  claims  to  be  the  lawful  own*  r 
of  a  certificate  of  sale  on  lot  No  60,  in  out-lot  181,  which  lot  was  sold  by  the 
City  Treasurer  for  street  improvements  on  the  19th  day  of  March,  1870. 

And  that  on  the  18th  day  of  last  June,  Samuel  Hanway  paid  to  the  City 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  fifty-four  dollars  and  twenty  cents,  amount  in  full 
for  redemption  of  said  lot,  which  amount  still  remains  in  the  City  Trearury 
to  be  paid  to  the  owner  of  said  certificate  of  sale,  when  the  same  shall  be 
presented  for  cancellation. 

The  petitioner  claims  that  he  is  the  owner  of  said  certificate,  and  that  it 
has  been  either  lost  or  destroyed  ;  and  in  the  absence  thereof,  the  City  Treas- 
urer refuses  to  pay  him  the  above  amount,  $54.20.  He  therefore  asks  this 
Council  to  issue  an  order  on  the  City  Treasurer  directing  to  pay  him  the  same. 
Upon  examination  of  the  books  we  find  the  facts  are  as  set  forth  in  the  peti- 
tion, and  would  recomend  to  your  honorable  body  that  the  amount  of  said 
certificate  be  paid  to  Charles  G.  H.  Balls,  provided  he  make  affidavit  to  the 
statement  that  he  has  lost  the  said  certificate,  and  files  a  bond  with  the  City 
Treasurer  to  indemnify  and  secure  the  city  against  any  loss  that  may  result 
from  the  certificate  ever  being  presented  for  payment. 

2d.  A  petition  of  David  Munson,  in  which  he  claims  that  by  a  clerical  error, 
he  was  assessed  for  improvments  on  lot  No.  9,  square  No.  60,  $7,000.  for  the 
year  1873.     The  taxes  amounting  on  same  to  $77.00,  he  has  paid. 

The  petitioner  claims  that  the  appraisement  to  be  excessive  and  unjust,  and 
asks  your  honorable  body  to  refund  him  the  difference  between  the  apprais- 
ment  the  Assessor  intended  to  put  upon  his  property  and  the  amount  carried 
forward  on  the  duplicate,  $58.30. 

The  Assessor  certifies  that  the  statement  set  forth  in  the  petition  is  truer 
and  the  mistake  was  occasioned  by  adding  a  cipher  to  the  proper  assessment. 

As  the  policy  of  this  Council  is  to  deal  honorably  with  the  tax  payers,  and 
not  collect  taxes  when  the  same  is  assessed  by  mistake,  we,  your  committeer 
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would  recommend  the  refunding  of  the  above  amount,  $58  30,  to  David  Mun- 
son. 

3d.  Jerry  Sweeney  represents  that  in  making  out  his  tax  statement  for 
1874,  he  return  $1,000  as  personal  property,  which  represented  his  house  and 
lot,  not  being  aware  that  the  same  was  appraised  by  the  City  Assessor;  and 
that  he  now  stands  assessed  with  $1,000  more  property  than  he  owns. 

He  therefore  asks  your  honorable  body  to  refund  him  the  taxes  on  same, 
amounting  to  $11.00.  Upon  enquiry  as  to  the  truth  of  the  above  statement, 
we  think  it  may  possibly  be  as  represented,  and  that  Jerimiah  is  not  the  for- 
tunate possessor  of  $l,000ain  personal  property.  We;  would  recommend  the 
amount,  $11.00,  be  refunded,  provided  said  Sweeney  files  his  affidavit  to  the 
truth  of  the  above  statement. 

4th.  Mr.  James  B.  Ryan  represents  that  on  January  1st,  1874,  he  was  the 
owner  of  some  old  buildings  situated  on  lot  6  square  28  on  the  corner  of  In- 
diana Avenue  and  Tennessee  Street:  that  the  same  was  appraised  by  the 
Assessor  at  $2,800. 

The  buildings  he  tore  down  and  removed,  to  give  place  to  new  buildings, 
which  he  erected  during  the  year  1874. 

Now  he  claims  that  as  he  received  no  benefit  from  the  old  buildings,  he 
should  not  be  taxed  on  them  for  that  year,  and  asks  your  honorable  body  to 
remit  him  the  amount  of  the  taxes  for  1874,  which  amount  is  $30.80. 

As  Mr.  Ryan's  new  building  was  finished  and  occupied  several  months 
before  the  close  of  the  year,  and  was  not  assessed  for  taxes  for  1874,  we  see 
no  good  reason  why  this  Council  should  remit  the  taxes  on  same.  Also,  that 
Mr.  Ryan's  proper  course  should  have  been  to  have  laid  his  complaint  before 
the  Board  of  Equalization  at  their  regular  meeting  in  May ;  for  the  reasons 
assigned,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner 
be  not  granted.

The  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report: 

Indianapolis,  March  8,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — T  e  drainage  of  that  part  of  the  city  lying  between  Illinois 
street  and  the  Canal,  on  each  side  of  Pogue's  Run,  can  be  improved  by  deep- 
ening the  channel  of  the  Creek.  The  foundations  of  the  abutments  of  the 
bridge  at  Illinois  street,  which  were  built  some  years  ago,  are  too  high  to  ad- 
mit of  much  change  at  that  point  without  considerable  expense. 
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The  bridge  at  Eddy  street  was  built  with  a  view  to  lowering  the  channel, 
and  will  admit  of  its  being  deepened  18  inches  or  2  feet.  The  change  might, 
for  the  present,  terminate  at  the  Canal.  The  material  taken  out  could  be 
used  in  repairing  the  streets,  or  in  filling  the  Canal.  Jt  would  be  cheaper  to 
lower  the  water  than  to  raise  the  adjoining  lots  and  streets.  1  made  an  effort 
to  have  some  of  this  work  done  near  Eddy  street  some  months  ago  but  did 
not  succeed.  At  present  about  one-fourth  of  the  capacity  of  the  bridge  is 
rendered  useless  by  obstructions  in  the  channel.

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loads  of  River  gravel  to  be  taken  by  the  city,  the  price  to  be  15  cents 

per  load,  the  said  contracting  party  to  cause  the  true  number  of  loads  to  be 
reported  from  time  to  time,  and  the  account  to  be  certified  by  the  Street 
Commissioner  for  payment  of  the  amount  by  the  city.  A  large  amount  of 
gravel  was  taken  away  by  teams  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  and  after  various 
and  vexatious  delays  in  the  matter,  on  August  31st  last  report  was  made  to 
me,  and  returns  from  the  books  showed  the  number  of  loads  to  be  680  at  15 
cents  $102.00.  I  was  also  charged  on  the  same  books  with  180  loads  of  dirt 
delivered  on  my  sidewalk  at  10  cents  per  load,  amounting  to  $18.00,  leaving 
due  me  by  said  account  the  sum  of  $84.00.  Again,  on  numerous  occasions 
since  said  amount  was  determined,  have  I  sought  to  have  the  account  certi- 
fied for  payment,  but  one  plea  after  another  was  interposed,  and  finally  it  was 
alleged  that  F.  M.  Churchman  was  paid  for  a  part  of  the  gravel  returned  to 
me  by  the  foreman,  and  embraced  in  the  680  loads.  Churchman  says  the 
sum  paid  him  was  $4.00  to  $5.00.  While  I  could  only  get  an  acknowledg- 
ment or  certified  bill,  unless  I  would  consent  to  call  the  amount  paid  to  F. 
M.  Churchman,  $14.00,  as  being  a  proper  deduction  from  the  bill.  To  this 
proposition  I  reluctantly  assented  for  the  sake  of  getting  the  matter  closed 
up,  and  on  this  basis  the  account  was  certified  to  by  the  Street  Commissioner 
and  filed  at  once  with  the  City  Clerk.  The  account  is  yet  unpaid.  I  feel  ag- 
grieved at  this  mode  of  collecting  debts  against  the  city.

Gentlemen : — I  was  directed  to  report  some  plan  for  draining  Michigan  st. 
near  its  intersection  with  State  street.  At  th*is  point  there  is  a  small  branch 
which  runs  in  Michigan  street  for  a  short  distance,  and  which  must  be  pro- 
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vided  for  by  an  underground  drain  before  the  street  can  be  properly  graded. 
Some  of  the  property  owners  are  anxious  to  have  a  sewer  which  will  drain 
the  branch  and  also  accommodate  the  Female  Reformatory.  As  there  is  no- 
outlet  for  such  a  sewer,  this,  for  the  present,  would  be  impracticable.

Indianapolis,  April  5,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  Board  of  Health  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  honor- 
able body  to  the  necessity  for  the  institution  of  some  regulations  for  the  dis- 
position of  the  immense  amount  of  filth  and  garbage  that  is  accumulating  in 
the  city,  and  which,  as  the  hot  months  approach,  must  become  exceedingly 
dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  community. 

The  scavengers  at  work  in  the  city  under  tha  present  law  are  irresponsible 
parties,  working  without  system  or  discipline,  and  holding  themselves  respon- 
sible to  no  one ,  and  it  is  impossible  for  the  Board  of  Health  to  exercise  that 
personal  supervision  over  this  important  branch  of  the  public  service  neces- 
sary to  protect  the  health  and  prevent  the  just  cause  of  the  repeated  com- 
plaints of  the  citizens.  Until  the  ordinance  is  amended  to  require  the  con- 
tractor to  visit  every  house  at  stated  intervals,  and  to  compel  every  household 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  service,  the  contractors  will  continue  to- visit  those 
places -only  where  garbage  is  profitable  to  them,  while  other  garbage  less  pro- 
fitable but  more  liable  to  aggravate  epidemics  or  endemic  diseases  will  be 
passed  by.  During  the  past  winter  many  people  have  thrown  their  garbage 
and  slops  out  on  back  lots  and  alleys,  in  the  absence  of  other  means  to  dis- 
pose of  them,  and  we  suggest  that  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  issue  a  proclama- 
tion requiring  all  persons  to  immediately  clean  up  their  premises,  and  all 
ponds  on  vacant  lots  to  be  filled  with  dirt  or  gravel. 

The  Board  of  Health  suggested  last  summer  the  propriety  of  opening  the 
Circle  and  University  Squares  to  the  public,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  parks  and- public  grounds;  and  we  would  again  urge  the  mat- 
ter as  as  an  important  sanitary  measure,  especially  to  children  living  in  reach 
of  them.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
papers,  would  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  report : 

First  Robert  B.  Cowen  petitions  the  Council  to  relieve  him  from  taxation 
on  $3,000,  which  he  claims  to  have  erroneously  reported.  In  making  out  his 
tax  statement  for  the  year  1874  he  placed  $3,000  to  his  credit,  whereas  he  in- 
tended to  return  it  as  bona  fide  indebtedness,  he,  Cowen,  having  only  $710 
in  personal  property  and  his  house  and  lot,  on  which  he  owed  $3,000. 

As  the  City  Assessor  appraised  his  real  estate  and  improvements,  and  the 
city  received  taxes  for  the  same  once,  we  think  it  not  equitable  to  ask  Mr 
Cowen  to  pay  taxes  on  the  same  property  twice  in  one  year. 

The  petitioner  having  filed  an  affidavit  to  the  truth  of  his  statement,  and 
the  Assessor's  books  showing  as  above,  wa  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  he  be  relieved  from  taxation  on  the  $3,000  for  the  year  1874. 

Second.  John  Updyke  asks  the  Council  to  refund  him  the  taxes  on  the 
improvements  of  lot  102,  out-lot  96,  for  1874,  which  he  has  paid  to  the  amount 
of  $22,  which  taxes  he  claims  was  erroneously  assessed.  As  the  improvements 
were  erected  in  the  spring  of  1874,  and  the  statute  which  provides  for  the  as- 
sessment of  property  states  explicitly  that  such  assessment  shall  be  made  on 
January  first  of  each  year  for  the  ensuing  one,  and  as  Mr.  Updyke  has  paid 
taxes  on  the  money  as  personal  property  for  1874,  he  should  not  be  forced  to 
pay  on  the  same  money  twice  in  that  year.  Therefore  we,  your  committee, 
would  recommend  that  the  amount  of  $22.00  be  refunded  to  Mr.  Updyke.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committfee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
papers,  would  offer  the  following  report : 

Miss  Anna  Maria  Smith  represents  that  she  is  taxed  for  the  entire  value  of 
her  property,  situated  on  the  corner  of  Delaware  and  Market  streets,  for  the 
year  1873 — the  north  half  of  said  lot  and  the  house  thereon  was  used  for 
school  purposes ;  she  therefore  petitions  your  honorable  body  to  remit  her 
$68.06,  the  tax  paid  on  same  for  the  year  1873,  claiming  her  property  comes 
under  the  law  exempting  Benevolence  and  Educational  Institutions  from  tax- 
ation. We,  your  committee,  think  the  exemption  only,  and,  in  fact,  specifi- 
cally, refers  to  institutions  of  a  public  character,  and  does  not  cover  private 
or  select  schools.  We  therefore  recommend  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be 
not  granted. 

Second.  Thomas  H.  Sharpe  and  Albert  Fletcher  petition  your  honorable 
body  to  exempt  them  from  the  assessment  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
foot  on  a  frontage  of  195  feet  on  Pennsylvania  street,  for  sewer  purposes,  for 
the  following  reasons:  That  the  lateral  sewer  on  Pennsylvania  street  is  of 
no  benefit  to  them,  and  that,  their  natural  drainage  is  in  the  Washington 
street  sewer.  They  having  already  been  assessed  and  paid  for  their  75  feet 
front  of  lot  one  (1)  and  part  of  lot  two  (2),  in  square  sixty-five,  at  the  rate  of 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  foot,  and  when  the  assessment  against  them 
was  presented  for  the  Pennsylvania  street  sewer,  they  paid  the  same  under 
protest,  and  now  ask  the  Council  to  take  such  action  as  may  relieve  them 
this  double  tax.  We,  your  Committee,  would  recommend  to  your  honorable 
body,  not  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  for  the  following  reasons: 

It  is  in  fact,  and  has  been  so  decided  in  law,  that  corner  lots,  with  streets 
on  its  end  and  sides,  are  improved  and  have  a  double  frontage,  and  can  with 
with  good  reason  be  doubly  assessed  thereon.  So  the  Council  is  not  legally 
bound  to  relieve  the  above  described  property  from  double  sewer  assessment, 
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yet,  if  the  Council  in  their  judgment  think  it  burdensome,  and  not  equita- 
ble to  so  doubly  assess,  they  can  relieve  one  from  part  of  the  assessment 
as  a  matter  of  equity,  but  they  are  in  no  event  legally  bound  so  to  do,  and 
when  the  Council  deem  it  proper  to  relieve  any  parties  from  double  sewer 
assessment  the  provision  for  their  relief  should  be  inserted  in  the  ordinance 
where  the  same  has  not  yet  passed. 

Third.  The  Indianapolis  Sentinel  Company  represents  that  the  statement 
returned  to  the  City  Assessor  for  the  year  1875,  places  the  amount  of  stock 
of  said  Company  at  $100,000,  on  which  amount  they  have  been  assessed, 
whereas  the  cash  value  of  said  stock  is  $50,000,  which  value  was  fixed  by  the 
State  Board,  and  so  returned  to  the  County  Auditor.  They  ask  your  honor- 
able body  to  relieve  them  from  taxation  on  the  excess  over  $50,000. 

The  above  case  is  similar  to  others  heretofore  presented  to  the  Council. 
They  are  not  legally  bound  to  remit,  or  relieve  the  said  company,  the  proper 
course  for  the  above  company  to  have  pursued  would  have  been  to  present 
their  case  before  the  Board  of  Equalization,  which  meets  and  sets  for  one 
week  in  May  of  each  year,  to  hear  and  act  upon  cases  of  unjust  taxation. 
However,  as  the  above  assessment  does  seem  oppressive  and  unjust,  the 
Council  may,  if  they  see  fit,  remit  the  excess  as  a  matter  of  equity  and  fair 
dealing  between  the  city  and  tax-payer.  We,  your  Committee,  would  refer 
the  whole  matter  back  to  the  consideration  of  the  Council  for  their  judgment 
and  action.

Gentlemen  : — The  last  Legislature  made  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of 
making  some  very  much  needed  improvements  at  the  "  State  Reformatory 
for  Women  and  Girls,"  located  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city.  One  of  the 
improvements  contemplated  is  the  grading  of  the  grounds,  the  filling  up  of 
the  unsightly  slough  and  the  straightening  of  "  Crooked  Run."  It  has  been 
decided  to  build  a  new  picket  fence  on  the  northern  boundary  of  the  grounds 
which  must  be  of  the  same  level  as  Michigan  street;  the  same  kind  of  fence 
will  be  built  on  the  west  to  be  on  a  level  with  Randolph  street. 

We  understand  that  an  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  Randolph  street 
is  on  its  third  reading,  and  that  the  contractor  for  the  improvement  of  Mich- 
igan street  has,  for  some  reason,  been  delayed  in  his  work. 

His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  Reform- 
atory are  very  desirous  to  prosecute  these  projected  improvements  of  the 
State  grounds  without  any  delay;  but  in  order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary  that 
these  adjoining  streets  be  immediately  graded.  We  ask,  therefore,  that  your 
honorable  body  will,  this  evening,  pass  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  grad- 
ing of  Randolph  street,  and  that  you  will  authorize  the  contractor  to  pro- 
ceed forthwith  with  his  work  on  Michigan  street.

We  have  heard  that  a  petition  signed  by  many  property  holders  residing 
on  Broadway  street,  was  laid  before  your  honorable  body,  requesting  the  open- 
ing of  said  Broadway  street  from  St.  Clair  street  to  Massachusetts  avenue. 

The  opening  of  said  street  would  greatly  injure  our  property  and  would 
depreciate  the  value  of  our  improvements,  for  the  following  reasons :

Gentlemen: — We  the  undersigned,  residents  and  owners  of  property  on 
Peru  and  Bellefontaine  streets  adjoining  the  alley  running  north  from  Chris- 
tian avenue  to  Home  avenue,  between  Peru  and  Bellefontaine  streets  in  said 
city,  respectfully  remonstrate  against  the  improvement  of  said  alley  as  peti-
